Ontario County Proceeds 
Pond Program 


With Farm 


Uxbridge, May 6 -Ontario County 
has no river conseryation authority, 
but that is not stopping it from 
going ahead with a farm pond 


program. 
The central section of the county 
is perennially threatened with 


drought and that, to some extent at 
least, has launched the program. 

County council voted $1,000 to 
match the provincial dollar-for- 
dollar cffer of subsidies for farm 
ponds. The province js willing to 
spend up to $3,000 on farm ponds 
in any one county. 

The farmer, under the county- 
provincial agreement, can ootain 
engineering advice and a subsidy 
of up to $100 on construction of a 
pond, Minimum capacity of the 
pond must not be less than 75,000 


So far this year, 36 farmers have 
made application to H. L. Fait, 
county agricultural representative, 
for engineering assistance ana, 
eventually, the subsidy, 

Applications are sent to Ralph 
Gregg, Lindsay. He is the pro- 
vince’s agricultural’ engineer for 
eight counties in ast-Central 
Ontario. He makes test borings to 
ensure there is a water-holding soil 
at the site of the projected pond 
and, if satisfied with the site, 
roughs-out plans for the farmer. 

Mr. Gregg is also charged with 
the engineering details of farm 
drainage, remodelling, ventilation 
and special tillage problems, He also 
lectures and advises junior farmers’ 
tractor clubs in the eight counties. 

Last year, six farm ponds were 
brought to completion in Ontario 
County.

Urges Lindsay To Advertise 
Itself At The “Trade Fair” 


Mr. Dan McQuarrie, Lindsay's 
Industrial Commissioner, appeared 
before council this week with sev- 
eral requests in connection with 
publicizing of Lindsay as an indus- 
trial site. 

He had had, he said, correspon~ 
dence from the CNR and the CPR 
in Toronto requesting blueprint 
maps of Lindsay, which supply was 
exhausted. The maps are very use- 
ful, he said, and suggested council 
obtain more. ° 

Mr. McQuarrie said that he hoped 
council realized that the Town has 
no booklet to advertise it. “Coming 
up in Toronto next month is the 
greatest advertising medium in the 
world - the Trade Fair: I suggest a 
folder be prepared - about the size 
of a page of foolscap - advertising 
Lindsay and inviting people here.” 
He went on to say that if any local 
firms exhibit, it might be possible 
to work up an exhibit, or pass out 
folders from their exhibit. 

“Tt seems to me,” he said, “that 
the town ought to take immediate 
action in preparing s booklet 
advertising the town”, The last one, 
he continued, was out-of-date and 
it is uow antiquated. They take 
months to prepare, to gather the 
information and the adverising. 
“Tf properly done it ought to cost 
little. I believe the people are 
sufficiently interested to pay for 
it in advertising.

Mayor Lamb thought that the

Request For Uniforms Causes — 
Council To Ponder Quantity 
If Department Staff Reduced 


A request for clothing for Lind- 
say's firemen, in a letter from the 
Fire Chief A. Wylie, caused a lot 
of discussion at Monday’s meeting 
of council, since it came up after 
the town had decided to go to ar- 
bitration with the Mremen and in- 
timated that it might cut the fire 
staff down, A motion to get tend- 
ers and quotations on uniforms for 
both Police and Firemen carried. 

Said Mayor Lamb, “Hold them 
up. If you are cutting firemen down 
to four, what do we need with eight 
uniforms?” 

At this point Ald. Maidens said 
that the “Town hasn't recognized 
any union, but the letter came from 
Madill, signed on behalf of Local 
1106, Internationa) Association of 
Fire Fighters.” 

“If we go to arbitration on this 
leter, we are recognizing the un- 
fon”, said Deputy-Reeve Bert 
Hick. 

“We should have Millard here,” 
quipped Reeve Richard Butler, “he'd 
set us straight on this, Mr. Mayor!” 

“What would you (the council) 
suggest?”, asked ‘the Mayor, 

Said Ald. McQuarrie, “We should 
make it clear that we are not deal- 
ing with a union, This is not collec- 
tive bargaining, just arbitration 
under that section of the Act.” A 
motion to the above effect was 
made, seconded and carried, 

Getting back to the uniforms, the 
Mayor said the uniforms ought to 
be secured for the police and those

for the firemen neld up for & 
month, 

The Deputy-Reeve agreed that 
uniforms that might not be needed 
ought not to be purchased. 

The motion was made re tend- 
ers and quotations on uniforms for 
both Police and Firemen and was 
carried, 

A hearty laugh was enjoyed when 
a councillor suggested that if any 
extra uniforms were left, the coun- 
cillors themselves, could wear them 
to their meetings. 

Another request from Chief 
Wylie, for three firefighter’ coats 
and three pair of firemens’ boots, 
Was left in the hands of Ald. Bak- 
er and the Chief. 

Discussion arose about purchas- 
ing as much as possible of the 
needed apparel if Lindsay, Though 
the Reeve said that Eaton's or 
Simpson’s handle the firefighters’ 
coats, Chief Wylie said he had 
“never heard of it.” 

Deputy-Reeve Hick said that as 
much as possible “ought to be 
bought In town," Chief Wylie said 
he didn't know of any store hand- 
ling the special boots that were 
needed. The Mayor said that “any 
shoe store will get them.” ® 

The Fire Chief pointed out that 
it “was a question of price,” some- 
times “$4.00 or $5.00 more on a pair 
of shoes’. He had, he said, paid 
$26.00 more on one uniform pur- 
chased locally, than he would have

It is a Hink with the 
north country. We'd have a good 
case to present to the Government.” 

Reeve Butler told council that Mr. 
Wilford, County Engineer, had 
talked with Premier Frost, who had 
advised him to go to Ottawa. The 
Reeve suggested that a representa- 
tive from Lindsay council, possibly 
the Mayor, ought to go to Ottawa 
with the County deputation on Fri- 
day of this week.~- 

“The bridge will be built.” said 
Mayor Lamb. He pointed out that 
since the Federal Government had 
“always taken care of the swing 
part of the bridge, they ought to 
pay more. We ought to send a dep- 
utation. We have got to sell the 
idea to the Federal Government.” 

Reeye Butler thought the Town 
ought not to interfere with the 
County. 

Deputy-Reeve Hick agreed with 
Reeve Butler, saying that the 
County depuation was going to Ot- 
tawa on Friday, and that town 
council “would know on Monday.” 
Mr. Hick said he would have liked 
to have had another $10,000.00 or 
$15,000.00 on top of the present 
grant and more to spend on road- 
work. “It affects the Lindsay Street 
road widening he said. 

Council's decision was to let the 
matter ride until next Monday's

The booklet also describes some rather novel methods 
used by the pilferers, who obviously were caught—as 
most shoplifters eventually are—or their schemes would 
not have been disclosed. 

One of the more elaborate store theft plans out- 
lined dealt with thieves who apparently were seeking 
more than just a hatful of canned food from a super- 
market. The would-be-thieves started two small fires 
outside the rear of the establishment. They thought 
a cash register might be left unguarded when they 
yelled “Fire!” The store manager, however, remained 
calm and collected. He sent back a couple of clerks 
to put out the fires and he and others stayed on the 
job. The plot was foiled. 

The booklet reporis that most popular items with 
shoplifting—aside from the ones who will steal any- 
thing—are meats, drugs, cosmetics, canned fish. boned 
chicken, butter, cigarets, cheese and candy. Freshly 
ground coffee is used frequently as a place to hide pil- 
fered items. Occasionally a safety razor blade is used 
to slit the cellophane on two pre-pack meat items so a 
lower price tag can be moved into the hieher-priced 
item. But clerks have a way of spotting this trick, 

The booklet adds the following rather ant com- 
ment: “Nothing succeeds like success and so long as a 
shoplifter’s racket pays off, he will always return.”

Town Matches County 
On Indigent Patient 
Payments To Hospital 


'The Lindsay Town Council decid- 
ed Monday night to pay for their 
indigent «patients at the Ross 
Memorial Hospital on the iame 
basis as the County of Victoria de- 
cided to some time ago, $3.00 per 
day per indigent (of which the 
County pays $1.50), plus their grant 
of $5,000.00 per year. 

Chairman of Finance Bruce Mai- 
dens pointed out to council that 
the last thing the Hospital wanted 
to do was declare any patient as an 
indigent for, he said, “if we do not 
admit they are indigents, the hos- 
pital gets nothing. If we do admit 
they are, we pay $1.50 of the $3.00 
per day, the County paying the 
other half.” He said Council would 
“have to decide on this matter” 

In March, said Mr, Maidens, one 
indigent patient cost the RMA. 
$718.00 and another cost it $136.00. 
The indigent loss from Lindsay, if 
the R.MH. gets nothing from coun- 
cil, would be $1252.00 for the month 
of March alone, said Ald. Maidens. 
He moved that the Lindsay Coun- 
cil enter into the same prorposition 
as the County in the payment of 
indigent patient care, and this 
motion was seconded by Reeve 
Butler. This payment was to be 


retroactive ty March ist. 

Before the motion was put a great 
deal of discussion took place, in 
which the councillors again aired 
their views on the problem. 

Ald. Maidens said, “All we'll be 
doing is alleviating any criticism 
that Lindsay is not paying for its 
indigent patients, This won’t help 
the hospital financially in any 
way.’ (Lindsay would be paying 
$3.00 per day per indigent, and the 
R. M. H. figure their per-day cost 
at over $9.00.) 

The motion, amended to be retro- 
active to May 1st instead of March 
ist, carried. 

Ald. Harrigan said he was in 
favour of helping the hospital, but 
he wondered if council was going 
to be in the red at the end of the 
year. 

Mayor Lamb said, “We are over 
our estimates now.”

The superjntendent --Miss Eve 
lyn Wood --disclosed that tne 
shortage of nurses was acute 
when she made an appeal tg any 
nurses who could be of assistance, 
to get in touch with her, “We are 
very short of nursing help and we 
wondered if there were any 
nurse; in the district who were 
not registered with the Lindsay 
Nursing Registry but would come 
to our assistance,” Miss Wood 
declared. She felt there might be 
some nurses Who were relative 
newcomers to the area and of 
whom they were not aware at the 
hospital or registry. 

Miss Wood revealed that ef- 
forts are being made to bring in 
nurses from other centres and 
that while this may be the lonz 
term solution, if does nothing to 
relieve the present ‘acute shortage 
of nursing help.

THINGS HAVE CHANGED... . 
It may or it may not come as a surprise to many 
parents to learn that their children are in no way the 
responsibility of the school teaching staff while they 
are going to and from school. But the fact remains 
that this is the case and, judging from the amount of 
“horse play” observed among the youngsters as they 
make the schoolward and homeward trips, it is time 
that someone took an interest in the situation. 
Conditions under which children go to and from 
school nowadays are a great deal different from what 
they were a few years ago. Traffic has speeded up 
and there is a lot more of it—there isn’t any time for 
if injury is to be avoided and yet it is 
going on at an alarming rate in some instances. 
Many centres have carried the principles of safe 
conduct on the street into the schools and made older 
children responsible for the safety of the younger ones. 
Will Lindsay take some similar action before it is too 
late or will it require a major tragedy to stir the people

Of course parents have a responsibility in the 
training of their children but children are more apt 
to be guided by what other children do than by what 
their parents tell them when they are going to and 
from school.

A TOWN STATEMENT. 
WOULD BE OF INTEREST 

There seems to be a growing trend in some parts 
of Canada towards the publication of annual state- 
ments showing the state of the municipality's affairs. 
One municipality which did this and did it most ef- 
fectively was the Town of Camrose, Alberta, 

Published in booklet form, the Camrose report to 
the people is very complete in its resume of municipal 
business for the year 1952. The booklet includes a 
review of the year by the mayor, election information, 
data relative to the setting of the tax rate, a report 
from the finance, public works, protection to persons 
and property, health and sanitation, welfare, and parks, 
recreational and community service committees. Also 
contained in the detailed annual report is the auditor’s 
written report, statistics relative to the town, a break- 
down showing how the budget dollar is spent. There 
is also a very readable summary of budget expendi- 
tures and revenues for the year, a statement of assess- 
ments upon which taxes were levied and a report on 
the schools’ and Library Board’s operations. Prefacing 
the booklet, which is the second of its kind for Cam- 
Tose, is a directory of officials showing the expiration 
date of their term of office. 

Such a complete and open report on municipal 
affairs must surely tend to inspire the confidence of 
townspeople in its legislators and it ts a move which 
is gaining in popular acceptance. Lindsay’s present 
council might profitably entertain such a report to 
the people at the completion of its present term. All 
too often it is necessary for the press and the public 
to “dig” for information relative to the operation of a 
municipality which should be as readily accessible as 
this booklet put out by the Town of Camrose makes it. 


WISE OBSERVATIONS.... 

At a recent public meeting called by the Ross 
Memorial Hospital’s Board of Governors, Mr. T. H. 
Stinson, former chairman who was speaking on the 
hospital’s operational background, quoted excerpts 
from the philosophy of Abraham Lincoln. Many of us 
have probably heard portions of these sentence axioms 
before but there was perhaps never a time when they 
needed to be applied more than in these days. Here 
are eight of Lincoln’s axioms, each of which contains a 
basic truth which is undiminished by the passage of 
time: 

1. You cannot bring about prosperity by discouraging 
thrift. 

2. You cannot strengthen the weak by weakening the 
strong. 

3. You cannot further the brotherhood of man by en- 
couraging class hatred. 

4, You cannot help the poor by discouraging the rich. 

5. You cannot establish sound security on borrowed 
money. 

6. You cannot keep out of trouble by spending more 
than you earn. 

7. You cannot build character and courage by taking 
away man’s initiative and independence. 

8. You cannot help men permanently by doing for them 
what they could and should do for themselves.

Making out an income tax return is a difficult 
problem for the average individual; and if there are 
some who take advantage of every pretext to reduce 
the amount of the tax, there are others who, in their 
over-anxiety to do the thing right, quite frequently 
pay too much. 

The department, as a matter of routine, checks 
all returns very carefully and knows whether or not 
there has been overpayment. 

It should not take advantage of the fact that some 
income taxpayers do not know that they have oyver- § 
paid and are entitled to refunds. 

The situation has its political possibilities. 

Just picture the glow of satisfaction of the in-. 
come taxpayer who gets a refund for even a few 
dollars.—Sarnia Canadian Obseryer 


IN THE WAKE OF KON-TIKI 

The young Scandinavian explorers who trusted 
themselves to the Pacific currents and travelled from” 
Peru to Polynesia six years ago gave the science of 
anthropology a much needed shot in the arm, as far 
as public interest was concerned. Up to that time to 
most readers anthropology was as recondite and for- 
bidding as its name, but the aura of romance and_ 
adventure, which, the success of the raft Kon-Tiki 
conferred upon it, lifted the clouds of obscurity in 
the public mind, at least around the edges. ; 

Tt will be recalled that the purpose of the expedi- 
tion, apart from that of adventure which ever attracts 
the descendents of the Vikings, was to prove that it 
was possible for the early inhabitants of Peru to have 
migrated to the islands of the south-central Pacific. 
It is reported that professional anthropologists are 
wont to dismiss the theory with a disarming “possible, 
of course, but the evidence, etc.” 

With this in mind, it is refreshing to note that the 
leader of the Kon-Tiki crew has not been resting idly 
on the laurels of his book. He has spent much of the 
intervening time on the Galapagos Islands six hundred 
miles off the coast of Ecuador. These islands through 
which the equator passes are isolated volcanic peaks 
above the surface of the Pacific whose claim to fame 
so far in the history of man has been the visit of 
Charles Darwin as a young man on board the “Beagle,” 


and the huge deposits of seabird excrement, or guano, ~ 


so valuable as fertilizer. On the beaches with the sea- 
birds bask huge sea-turtles sought for delectable turtle 
flipper steak and soup. 

Mr. Heyerdahl, the author of the Kon-Tiki book, 
reports that he has discovered on the Galapagos arti- 
facts including broken bits of pottery, a ceramic frog, 
and polished stones, which predate the Inca civiliza- 
tion in Peru. He argues from this, together with 
much supplementary evidence, that if these islands 
600 miles distant from the mainland were visited and . 
occupied by early Peruvian tribes, it was not impos- 
sible for these same Peruvians to have made their 
way, as he and his colleagues did, by balsa raft to 
Polynesia. : 

It may not have been impossible, indeed, but 
whether because they went 600 miles they necessarily 
went 2,000 is something we find difficult to follow. But 
they MIGHT HAVE. Similar artifacts on the islands 
of Polynesia would be more convincing. It is hoped 
however, that Mr, Heyerdahl enjoyed his turtle soup.

NEW BRUNS'NICK’S MAGNETIC 
HILL A CURIOSITY 
(From the Saint John Telegraph-Journal) 

One of New Brunswick’s outstanding tourist at- 
tractionus is the Magnetic Hill, a few miles from Moné- 
ton, where motorists may enjoy the novelty of coasting 
apparently uphill. As they usually arrive at the spot 
from the dizection of Moncton and can’t wait to try 
it, they always almost coast “uphill” backwards, which 
adds to the eerie feeling of the experience. 

We have been reminded cf the Magnetie Hill 
lately because of Montreal’s claim to have a s'milar 
phenomonen. At certain points on the new Cedar 
avenue cut-off, it is said, a car seems to coast up-hill. 
In fact, the despatch went on to say that there are 
magnetic hills also ‘at Caledon in Peel County, On- 
tario, in the Berkshire Hills of Massachusetts and at 
several other places in the United States. 

For that matter, New Brunswick has more than 
one magnetic hill, for there is one on a road in the 
Devil’s Back area between Saint John and Brown’s 
Wat on the St. John river. 7 

But we seriously doubt whether there are many 
hills on this continent that can compare with Magnetic 
Hill near Moncton as a realistic illusion. It works not 
only at certain points but throughout the considerable 
length of the incline which seems, both to the naked 
eye and in photographs, as if it is a distinct upgrade, 
Actually it is an equally pronounced downgrade, its 
appearance being transformed by the contours of the 
surrounding landscape, including the contrast of a 
much steeper hill in the distance. 

It provokes thought to realize that this Magnetic 
Till, which today literally does act as a magnet, help- 
ing to draw thousands of tourists to New Brunswick, 
was known to only a handful of people a mere twenty 
years ago. Some farmers and others residing in the 
district had noticed its odd characteristics, even as 
far back as horse and buggy days, but hadn’t supposed 
it was worth making much of a fuss about.

Sun- 
rise Is a large vigorous growing 
variety and produces 9 good crop 
of bright red stalks, as compared 
with only medium-red flesh when 
grown outdoors, Victoria is possibly 
the oldest variety in cultivation but 
lacks red color and quality but is 
yigorous and often used for forcing: 
Plant them in deep, fertile, well 
drained sandy loam. Rhubarb 
makes the most economical dessert 
you can serve your family. 
Early For Shrubs

Child Care 

The problems of child welfare, 
world-wide, are so great it will take 
more than private charities to solve 
them. 

This is the report from George 
J. Hecht, publisher of Parents’ 
Magazine, who with Mrs, Hecht 
thas just finished a round-the-world 
trip to study child needs. He 
sjiys: 

“T came back convinced that the 
problems of children are so huge 
that the idea of private charities 
solving them is ridiculous. In Cal- 
cutta, for instance, there were five 
thousand families camping in the 
railroad station They were refu- 
gees from Eastern Pakistan, with 
no place to go. We couldn’t walk 
through the station for fear) of 
stepping on children.” 

The publisher hopes the United 
States will continue to support the 
United Nations International Child- 
ren’s emergency fund. He explains: 

“Money given these countries 
through the emergency fund is 
matched by funds the mations 
themselves provide. Children in 
some countries have been kept alive 
the last few years with powdered 
milk furnished by the United 
States.” 

Hecht thinks that children in 
India are worse off than those in 
any other part of the world.

Says Dr. Harvy P. Ross, President 
of the State Heart Foundation, “It 
used to be considered inevitable 
for people to get heavier toward 
middle age. But we know now that 
‘middle age spread’ is not a normal 
part of getting older, and that it 
is neither healthy nor necessary.”

Says Tax Cuts 
Needed At Once 
To Avert Slump 


Toronto, May 1 —(BUP)— An 
economist and professor at Har- 
yard University has warned that 
the United States government must 
reduce taxes to avoid what he calls 
the calamity of a depression within 
two years, 

Dr, Sumner H. Slichter told the 
Toronto Personnel Association last 
night that the depression would be 
mild but inevitable unless consum- 
er purchasing power {s boosted by 
immediate tax cuts. 

He says a recession under present 
international conditions would be a 
calamity, and it is better to reduce 
taxes too soon than too late. 

Slichter says a downward drift 
of wholesale prices since March of 
1951 is impressive evidence that 
the “boom has lost its buoyancy.” 

However, Slichter says the re- 
cession might lose its teeth because 
no large drop in defense spending 
is in sight. He says current expen- 
ditures will have to be continued

How Can I? 


Q@. How can I remove burnt 
stains from aluminum? 

A. Bumé stains on aluminum, 
or any other unsoldered vessel of 
tin, brass, iron, etc., can be remov- 
ed by placing the empty vessel over 


a gas flame or fire until it is red 
hot. 

Q@ How can I clean white 
stucco? 


A. Use a fiber brush and a solu- 
tion of soap and water; rinse thor- 
oughly with cold water. If this does 
not remove the dirt, try a mixture 
of one part of sulphuric acid to 
seven parts of water for the scrub- 
ing compound. Rinse with cold 
water. 

Q@ How can I hasten the whip- 
ping of cream? 

A Add one-fourth teaspoon of 
Temon juice to each cup of heavy 
cream. Be sure to have the cream 
and utensils thoroughly chilled, so 
as to prevent the mixture from 
turning to butter. This is particu- 
larly important during the sum- 
mer months. 

Q. How can I easily remove pap- 
er labels from sheets and pillow 
cases? 

A. Oftentimes, there is difficul- 
ty in remoying these paper labels, 
but, if the goods is pulled on the 
bias around the label several times,

Q. How can I whiten hanker- 
chiefs and yellowed linens? 

A. Soak them in a basin of cold 

water to which has been added

_Q How can I prevent linoleum 
from cracking when it has been 
rolled and stored away for some=- 
time?

Q. How can I promote the 
growth of eyelashes?

Explanation Fails To Satisfy 
Liquor From “Bottle on Stoop” 
Lands Lad In Law’s Arms 


A 19-year-old Toronto youth, who 
lives at 65 Indian Road, was 
charged Monday am. in Police 
Court with drunkeness on Sunday. 
“Keep away from liquor”, the 
Magistrate advised him. He was 
given the option of paying $12.50 or 
serving ten days in jail. 

“You are starting in young at 
drinking, aren’t you?” Magistrate 
Gee asked him, and was told by 
the youth that this was the first 
time he had been drunk, though 
not the first time he had drunk. 
The accused said ne was down for 
the weekend, and that he and his 
family, though they reside in To- 
ronto now, formerly lived on 
Melbourne Street here. 

He further explained that he had 
got drunk in front of a restaurant, 
on Lindsay Street N. explaining 
that the bottle was sitting on “the 
stoop outside . . .on the step.” The 
accused’s last remarks led the Ma- 
gistrate to say, “On the the stoop? 
No one ever leaves any in front of 
my place on Bond Street!” and 
Grown Attorney Jordan asked the 
youth if he thought the court was 
“stupid enough to believe that.” 

Magistrate Gee stated that “we 
should get those who supply young 
men with liquor”. 

The Toronto youth was given a 
sentence of a fine of $12.50 or ten 
days in jail. 

Obtained Megally 

Another 20-year-old Lindsay 
youth who was brought into the 
courtroom at the same time as the 
above was charged with “unlawfully 
obtaining liquor”, to which né 
pleaded guilty. He was fined $25.00, 
or, falling to pay, 30 days. “I sup- 
pose you fished it (the liquor) out 
of the Scugog!”, said the Magis- 
trate. The accused maintained that 
he had been given the liquor when 
“a fellow from Peterboro offered 
him a drink.” 

The Magistrate asked what the 
Peterboro man’s name was since 
they “would like to have it.” “I 
don’t know it, sir”, answered the 
accused. Magistrate Gee explained 
to the accused that he was liable 
to a fine and from one to three 
months in jail, under the Liquor 
Control Act, if he didn’t tell the 
man’s name. “I just know them to 
see them,” said the youth. 

“You have a convenient lapse 


of meinory,” said Crown Attorney 
Lorne Jordan, “Strangers from 
Peterboro always have the habit 
of coming to Lindsay and treating 
people they don’t know!” The 
Crown Attorney went on to tell the 
court that the youth had been “in 
Family Court once, as a witnes, 
when he wasn’t charged, but he 
could have been.” 


Constable John Henley was called 
to the witness box and stated that 
he had been patrolling with Con- 
stable Eberts and had come across 
the accused, and the Toronto youth, 
on bicycles on Kent Street. The 
pair had been questioned about 
the bicycle’s ownership and when 
they were talking with the officer 
he said he smelled liquor, though 
they denied it. He said he was 
satisfied that they had, and told 
them to go home immediately. 

However, at 3.15 am. Sunday he 
and Const. Eberts were on Lindsay 
Street North, at Queen Street, 
when they saw, silhouetted agains’ 
the sky, two figures with bicycles 
on the Lindsay Street hill, near a 
restaurant there. “They were not 
doing so well”, he said. He and 
Constable Eberts approached them, 
and suggested that the Torontc 
youth walk up the street, to de- 
termine if they had been drinking. 
“He walked into a truck”, said 
Const. Henley. They told the Lind- 
say youth to go home and took the 
Toronto man to the police office, 
but the Lindsay youth followed 
them there. “Upon questioning it 
was evident that the Lindsay youth 
was drunken, too,” but he was not, 
the witness said, as “bad as the 
Toronfo man”. 


The Crown Attorney was inter- 
ested in knowing if the officer haa 
seen any bottle on the stoop of the 
restaurant, The constable said that 
he had sen none, and that he hed 
been there several times during the 
evening. He said he had lived in 
Lindsay a long time and had seen 
no bottle sitting out so conveni- 
ently. Constable Henley noted that 
it wag a bit risky drinking out of 
bottles found sitting about. 

Magistrate Gee is fining the 
Lindsay youth $25.00, or 30 days in 
jail, advised him to “get out of 
town and get a job.” He hoped that 
this court appearance would be a 
lesson to him. 


Workings of Child Care Dept., CAS, 


Explained At Annual 


Mrs, M, M. Fitzsimmons, Assis- 
tant Superintendent of the Lindsay 
office of the C. A. S., was highly 
complimented for her ‘motherly 
touch” by Judge H. S. Mott at the 
annual meeting of the CAS. Her 
report on Child Care read in part. 

“When we refer to Child Care 
Department of Children's Aid Work 
we mean general planning for 
Children under supervision, As you 
will have learned from Mr, Blewett's 
report these children come from 
broken homes through no fault of 
thelr own. They are dependent and 
insecure and as such are deserving 
of our careful study and assistance 
that they may atttain security and 
self-reliance and a chance to re- 
adjust.” 

She continued, “The total number 
of children in care at the close of 
this year shows a decrease of four 
Wards, having commenced the year 
with 135 and closed with 131. There 
were 25 new commitments --8 per- 
manent and 17 temporary. Thirteen 
temporary wards were re-- 
turned to parents, 4 wards attain- 
ed maturity, 1 was married, 11 were 
adopted. We place these children in 
different categories - there are 84 
in pay care, 32 in free care, 9 in 
adoption probation and 6 in Insti- 
tutions.” 

Mrs. Fitzsimmons told of a family 
group of three children, whom the 
CAS. care for while the mother 
is in a sanatorium for TB. The 
mother has written the Society 
thanking them for their help and 
saying that it is “certainly a great

help in my recovery to have them 
so well cared for.” 

The Assistant Superintendent 
gave high praise to foster parents, 
stating: “In the course of planning 
for our large family, we have 
wonderful Foster Parents. They are 
indeed, carrying on a work of 
Charity. They open their hearts 
and their homes to these little pa- 
thetic ones and give generously of 
their time and love. It is no easy 
task with food so expensive, but 
the little ones are well fed.” 

The children under the care of 
the C.AS. receive “kind, vigilant 
care from Dr. Broadfoot”, Mrs. 
Fitzsimmons said, in paying tribute 
to the doctor for his medical ser- 
vices to them. 

Te children’s school-work records 
the varied organizations they be- 
long to, and the many specia! 
classes, such as music and’ swim- 
ming lessons, that they attend, were 
all clearly set out for the informa~ 
tion of the assembly. 

Mrs. Fitzsimmons said, in clos- 
ing, “The above extras which we 
have been happy to extend to the 
children have been made possible 
by the family allowances. Then, 
too, they receive Christmas and 
Birthday gifts as well as spending 
money from this fund, all of which 
is greatly appreciated. 

“Many citizens provide treats for 
our children. Quantities of candy 
were zeceived and donations of 
money, These as well ag passes to 
local shows are a highlight in chil- 
dren’s lives.”

Something to aim at 


Dept.-Gov. Gerard Connolly 
Addresses the Whithy Kinsmen 


Deputy-Governor Gerry Connolly, 
of Lindsay, at a dinner meeting in 
Whitby’s Holel last week, urged 
the Kinsmen Club there, as repre- 
sentatives of the only wholly Can- 
adian service club, to consider | 
their club as the voice of young 
Canada. He gave his listeners sev- 
eral targets for which they could 
aim for the betterment of the club. 
The dinner marked Charter Night 
for the 11-year-old Whitby Club. 


President of the Whitby Club, 
Gordon McMahon, introduced the 
new Deputy-Goyernor who is of- 
‘fice manager of Dominion Brake- 
shoe here. The speaker after outlin- 
ing some of his history during his 
31 years, congratulated the club on 
the occasion of Charter Night and 
also congratulated Ron Agg, the 
only charter member of the club 
present. He mentioned some of the 
audience to keep in mind the need 
activities of the Whitby club such 
as the operation of the Arena and 
the club's contributions to the new 
swimming pool He commended 
them especially for the donation of 
two television sets to Fairview 
Lodge saying “these folks are many 
times forgotten and have few 
friends to turn to,” 


Deputy-Governor Gerry then pro- 
ceeded to outline plans that might 
be followed which would result in 
the betterment of the club. He 
asked that first of all the club es- 
tablish good relations in the town 
in which it was located. “Friends”, 
he said, “are an asset but a club 
cannot make friends by sitting back 
and imitating an oyster. We have 
to get out of our shell.” The club 
bulletin, he said, was a valuable 
part of Kinsmen work and he com- 
mended Kin Hudson Marshall, ed- 
itor of the Whitby bulletin, for his 
efforts. The bulletin, he said could 
be a “mighty potent weapon” and 
he pointed out to the club members 
that if the 33 issues of the bulletin 
were read in 33 homes, there was 
@ very good chance that including 
members of the family more than 
200 persons would read the bulle- 
tin, “These readers,” he said, “can 
be influenced and educated to 
speak well of the club and its pro- 
jects.” He also stated that the club 
would be wise to enlist the aid of the 
local paper, which he said, could 
be done by preparing news releases 
that satisfied the editor or inviting 
representatives of the press to the 


Wholly Canadian 

The Kinsmen Club, said Deputy- 
Governor Gerry, is the only wholly 
Canadian seryice club in the coun- 
try. As such, he claimed, the club 
was actually or should become the 
voice of the 10,000 young Canadian 
businessmen who were members 
He pointed out that there were 
organizations in Canada which were 
striving to overthrow some of the 
country’s ideals “and they have 
made fair progress in misrepresen- 
tion,” he said. “As representatives 
of our way of life,” he urged, “our 
club work should be publicized.” 

Speaking of the organization of 
the Kinsmen Club the Deputy-Goy- 
ernor remarked that it had often 
been stated that the Kinsmen Club 
Was a small group of wealthy young 
men. This he said was untrue. The 
Kinsmen Club, he claimed, was 
made up of 10,000 young men rep- 
resenting every type of business in 
the country, from cattle buyers to 
lawyers, and, he added, most of 
them are “just one jump ahead of 
the bill collectors.” He asked his 
audience to keep in mind the need 
for new membership and stated that 
it was possible that many clubs 
were overlooking a great number 
of young men in the 21 to 24 year 
age group who were employed in 
smal] town businesses or stores. 
He also asked the club not to over- 
look the New Canadians’ in the 
community, From their ranks, he 
said, might someday come the club’s 
leaders and they should be drawn 
into the club if at all possible. 

“There is no need for a Kinsmen 
to have to become a member of 
council or a member of parlia- 
ment,” said Deputy-Governor Gerry, 
but, he added, it was essential that 
club members acquaint themselves 
with Canada's way of life. He then 
cited examples where club mem- 
bers had been unable to accurately. 
without investigation, state how 
many members there were in the 
House of Commons. He urged the 
Members to study Canada, the 
country, he said, to which the rest 
of the world, including the USA 
was now turning as the hope of 
youth. “The ten maple leaves in 
the club badge,” said the Deputy- 
Governor, “indicate unity of the 
ten provinces. A’ good way to 
strengthen it is by knowing more 
about Canada.”

Excessive Drinking Rated Second 
Under Heading Of ‘‘Modern Evils”’ 


Superintendent of the Children’s 
Aid Society at Lindsay, Allan 
Blewett, in his address to the an- 
nual meeting on Friday night said 
that today there were many forms 
of conservation being practiced - 
but that the CAS. has a greater 
form of Conservation than any 
other - that of the home and 
family. He spoke of the forces 
abroad in this day and age that 
are working against the aim of a 
happy home and family life. 

Mr, Blewett put great emphasis on 
the lack of religion today, stressing 
that not “fanaticism” wa; needed, 
but just the usual Christian pre- 
cepts of life. 

In citing several cases from the 
GAS, files, he said that excessive 
drinking was second on the list of 
modern evils, but that he, and 
others, had seen hope for a remedy 
of the situation in the inspiring 
work of Alcoholics Anonymous. “We 
need fear nothing and no one but 
God", he said. 

“There is no doubt but that the 
creative urge springs eternal in the 
breasts of Children’s Aid Societies. 
To create thoughts, words or deed: 
to help eradicate the devastating 
elements which rock the foundations 
of home and family life within its 
community, There are prejudices 
to overcome, intolerances to break 


down, incompatibilitics to be 
reasoned out, wilful neglect and 
cruelty to be dealt with, those of 
irresponsibility to be made aware 
of and ty recognize their respon- 
sibilities,” he said. 

On Family Court, the superin- 
tendent said: “Owing to circum- 


Stances beyond control, our efforts 
towards the establishment of a 
Juvenile and Family Court have 
been stopped for the time being. 
The County Council, while sympa- 
thetic to the proposal, have found 
it wiser to delay the matter until a 
later date.” 

“During the year, we have had 
many occasions to speak to various 
groups such as Women's Institutes, 
Kiwanis, Rotary, Eastern Star, etc. 
This has given us an opportunity 
to endeavor to interpret our work 
to those who do not know how the 
other half of the world lives,” Mr. 
Blewett said. 


“The past year has been no ex- 
ception in the making of us grate- 
ful for many many kindnesses and 
considerations. The leadership and 
guidance of the Provincial Depart- 
ment leaves us very appreciative. 
The local Court officials and all 
branches of the Constabulary haye 
been most co-operative. We have 
received many gifts throughout the 
year and especially at Christmas 
time, carmarked for the good of 
those whom we seek to serve. The 
Department of National Health and 
Welfare has been most helpful. We 
Owe a deep debt of gratitude to the 
local legal and medical profession 
the Clergy of all denominatious 
for help given unstintingly.

Sees Best Defence 
Of Free Press 
In Alert Reporters 


Columbia, Missouri May 1 (BUP) 
-The president of the United Preas 
says the best defense of a free 
press is aggressive, alert reporters 
working their daily beats --not in- 
ternational treaties or codes, 

Hugh Baillie told a Journalism 
Week audience at the University 
of Missouri that: “In the perpetual 
fight to keep the channels of news 
free and clear, the reporter is the 
man on the firing line. It is his job 
to get the news or be convinced that 
there is good and sufficient reason 
why it should be withheld. 

Baillie went on: 

“The reporter never forgets that 
free governments are elected Dy 
the people and remain responsible t 
them, and that his responsibility is 
to provide an unbiased account to 
the people of what their govern- 
ment officials are doing. 

Since the end of the last war, 
said Baillie, there has been con- 
siderable collective effort on behalf 
of freedom of information, This 
has been in the attempt to write 
international treaties and codes: of 
ethics which by law would com- 
mand that the press be free or by 
example would lead the press to 
greater freedom. But, he added: 

“These efforts have been frus- 
trated to date because in the United 
Nations, where they have been 
most vigorously pursued, the coun- 
tries who want a really free flow 
of news are outnumbered by those 
who do not.” 

Baillie concluded: 

“I know no more practical ind

Campaign In The Victoria Area 


Chief Constable John Hunter has mirror, steering, rear lights, tires 


revealed that during the month of 
May an extensive “10-point check” 
will be made of all cars in* Lindsay. 
Periodic spot checks are also car- 
tied on by the OPP in rural areas 
about Lindsay. “This department 
will conduct, during May, a check- 
up on all cars”, said the Chief, “and 
any unsafe vehicle found on Lind- 
say streets will be removed from 
the road.” 

‘The Police campaign is carried on 
in co-operation with the Victoria 
Branch Garage Operator's Asso- 
ciation, Ken Richmond, of Fee 
Motors, says that the garage oper- 
ator will check, free of charge, any 
owner’s car on the following ten 
Points: brakes, horn, front lights, 
windshield wipers, glass, rear view 


and exhaust system. When the car 
passes the test, a card will be issued 
which the owner may show the Po- 
lice if they should make a second 
spot check during the month. If 
the vehicle fails on some points, 
it will require repairs before the 
Police will approve it. 

The drive is sponsored nationally 
by the Canadian Committee of 
Highway Safety and the Canadian 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce. 

A local spokesman says that the 
purpose is to ensure that most vehi- 
cles on the highways at the pres- 
ent time are in safe operating con- 
dition, for the safety of both the 
driver himself and others on the 
road.

the church in South Africa. Since 
last September be had spoken 40 
times on the South African situat- 
jon. Mr. Pollock began his address 
by defining South Africa geo- 
graphically and recalling the labors 
there of the great pioneers of the 
Christian faith -Moffett and Living- 
stone. He told how he, when prea- 
ching there, had thrilled to the 
memory of those pioneers. Living- 
stone had gone down in African 
tradition as “the dispeller of the 
dew”- meaning he was first in 
the mcrming to break a trail by 
pushing aside the long dew-soaked 
jungle grass. 

South Africa now, has three mil- 
lion whites, and a million coloréd 
people, as well as the nine million 
from India. These, along with the 
11 million Bantu (native blacks) 
present grave racial and social 
problems, he states, “There is 2 
vast abyss between the thinking of 
this mixed population and that of 
the democratic countries. How are 
they going to be fitted into the 
pattern of their country’s life? 
These social and racial barriers 
can be broken down only by the 
power of the risen Christ who is 
the pioneer of our faith’. There 
are those who say ‘Why not let 
the African alone with his simple 
faith?’ “Such people,” said Mr. 
Pollock, “Speak foolishly. Souls 
crushed by superstition and fear 
are left to the mercy of the witch 
doctor, of which there are still some 
7,000. The motherly instinct. is 
there in Africa, but because of 
ignorance and superstiton three out 
of five babies under one year die. 

Tt 1s a glorious thing to see souls 
liberated from the darkness that 
binds this ancient people, but it 
takes four or five generaions to 
completely obliterate all traces of 
their inborn fears’. He stated his 
belief “that there is no place in 
the church for people who do not 
believe in giving to missions’. He 
also urged “Ceaseless prayer for 
Christian workers in far places” 
saying “we can have no idea what 
the prayers of the church mean to 
anyone doing Christian work in 
Africa.”

Why Psychiatrists Are Kept Busy 


*Until recently, when a patient 
began to act queerly, his physician 
called another physician in consul- 
tation and they jointly signed 
commitment papers to a mental 
hospital. In the mental hospital, 
the patient was placed under the 
care of a mental specialist who 
spent nis whole time treating men- 
ta] patients in the institution. What 
do we find today in the treatment 
of mental or odd behavior patients? 

In the Canadian Medical Associ- 
ation Journal, Dr. R. O. Jones of 
Halifax, states: “One of the most 
significant changes in psychiatric 
practice (treatment of mental and 
emotional disturbances) in the pass 
80 years has been the steady and 
rather rapid emergence of the psy- 
chiatrist from within the walls of 
the mental hospital to engage in 
practice in the community.” 

Of the 7,900 psychiatrists prac- 
ticing on this continent, some 3.900 
spend at Jeast part time in private 
practice and many others serve in 
community Out-Patient clinics, 
child guidance clinics and othe 
psychiatric clinics. “Thus it would 
appear that there are few psychia- 
trists m the country who do not 
have at least some community con- 
tacts and for about half of them 
community psychiatry is their chief 
endeavor.” 

As about one-third of all patients 
consulting a physician have mental 
and emotional disturbances, Dr. 
Jones points out that a practicing 
psychiatrist would have a heavy and 
difficult load to carry because the 
percentage of psychiatrists is so 
small. “This necessitates using the 
shortest methods of treatment 
possible, trying to select cases that 
one can help most and referring 
others to the general physician and 
social agencies.” We can readily 
understand that many families will 
not take the word of the general 
practitioner that their loved one 
needs treament in a mental insti- 
tution and insist on consultation 
with a psychiarist. 

Another difficulty is the time 
that must be spent with almost: 
every oatient. Dr. Jones states that 
at least three-quarters of an hour 
must be spent at each consultation, 

Further, a psychiatrist does not 
really want to see a neurotfe (ner- 
yous) patient who does not want to 
see him. He has consented to sze 
the psychiatrist because his family 
doctor wishes him to, or his wife 
coaxed him, It may thus require 
several interviews before the psy- 
chiatrist gets the confidence of the 
patient. The underlying difficulty 
facing the psychiatrist is that his 
patients have no organic discase 
(general physiclans and the 
Specialists have so reported) and 
the psychiatrist has to care for 
patients who are ill because of 
emotional disturbances. He has to 
show the patient how these emo- 
tional disturbances cause his symp-

More Coming 


Mr. G. W. Keith, of the Red 
Cross Society, has given “Ihe Post” 
the following report on the work of 
the Society in 1952. Quote the re- 
port: 

“The Red Cross Campaign for 
1953 is nearing its close and has 
been very successful. In Victoria 
County the amount paid in so far is 
$2,690. and there are 2 number of 
places that have not yet reported. 
In 1952 the total received was 
$2,646. and from y, $3,500. 
We hope to raise at least $7,000. 
this year and our quota was set ab 
$8,000. These funds are being used 
to pay for help in several disasters, 
notably in Great Britain and Holl- 
and The amount of relief neces- 
sary and already sent is very large. 
During March and April goods val- 
ued at $90,000. were sent overseas, 
$70,000. worth going to Holland and 
$20,000, to Great Britain. More than 
100,000 urgently needed articles 
were included in the shipments. 
These articles included 30,000 piec- 
es of infants’ clothing, 20,000 piec- 
es of girls’ clothing, 20,000 sheets, 
20,000 pillow cases, 1300 quilts and 
5,000 towels. These articles were 
‘prepared by volunteers in various 
centres of Canada. 

“In Victoria County many homes 
are responding to this need. In 
Lindsay the Red Cross Home is 2 
scefe of activity three times a 
week, A large group under the

Editorial 


IN THE WAKE OF THE FIRE... SUGGESTIONS 

The fire which laid waste the dowel manufacturing 
plant in the heart of Lindsay's business section on 
Monday has produced some suggestions from the 
citizenry which merit more than passing consideration 
by local authorities. 

One of these meritorious suggestions concerns 
the control of traffic during major fires. It has been 
recommended that consideration be given to having 
the Board of Works co-operate fully with the police 
and fire departments in such emergencies. The idea 
would be to have Works Dept. employees move in and 
put up adequate barricades to block off the area of 
fire. In Monday's outbreak police had to appropriate 
signs from the Canadian Tire Corpn.’s premises to 
block off Peel at William St. and it was necessary to 
block the Cambridge entrance to Peel with the police 
cruiser. Before these barricades could. be effected 
traffic was moving through and hoses were being 
driven over- "The Works Dept. is equipped with proper 
barricades which would be much more effective in 
halting the flow of traffic than makeshift measures. 
Proponents of this idea feel it would leave the police 
freer to cope with more urgent matters such as con- 
trol of a curious public to avoid risk of unnecessary 
injury and interference with the firemen. 

In every fire of major importance there is always 
the risk of injury to the firefighters and another sug- 
gestion arising from Monday's blaze is that a doctor 
and ambulance he called to standby, just in case. This, 
it is contended by those who support the idea, would 
eliminate unnecessary delay in caring for casualties. 

Last, but by no means least of the suggestions 
advanced in the wake of this latest fire, is that burning 
of rubbish in alleyways in the heart of town be clamped 
down upon. This is not to suggest that burning 
rubbish was in any way responsible for the dowel fac- 
tory fire but not 24 hours in its wake two rubbish fires 
were seen burning in the same area of town which 
didn’t appear to be in the best interests of fire preven- 
tion. One of these fires was within a few feet of an 
easily inflammable structure. 
probably be greeted with the question: “What can we 
do with our waste paper?” A good question and one 
which garbage disposal officials here might be expected 
to provide an answer.

WHAT'S THE HURRY ? 

Europeans have been puzzled for years as to what 
makes us tear along at such breakneck speeds—even 
when accomplishing the simple, everyday tasks. They 
might well ask—what’s our hurry—what's it getting 
us? Thus asks the editor of the Canadian Car and 
Foundry Journal. 

When a man I know is going somewhere, he 
dashes out to the car, jumps in, and hurriedly starts 
the engine. He doesn’t wait for the engine to warm 
up. Instead, he jams his foot down on the accelerator 
and the car lurches forward in a jack-rabbit start— 
tires squealing! If he ever thought about it, he might 
realize that he was not doing the automobile any good. 
Everywhere he goes, if only to the nearby grocer, he 
drives like that. What can be his hurry? 

How many people do you know who sit down to 
a meal and literally swallow it whole? They are cram- 
ming food into their mouths when the previous mouth- 
ful has not yet been properly chewed. They polish 
off a full meal in 15 or 20 minutes. What is so im- 
portant in life that those people cannot take time to 
eat properly? 

A couple go for a walk in the park. They are 
relaxing on a pleasant Sunday afternoon. They come 
to a place where the sidewalk turns at a right angle. 
So, they cut the corner and wear off a little more 
grass. What is the need for this cutting of corners? 
They are not actually in any hurry for they are not 
going any place in particular. 

Doesn't it seem a bit stupid to tear along through 
life, rushing here and there, fraying nerves, boosting 
blood pressure up, and straining the heart? Sixty per 
cent of the beds in our hospitals are occupied by people 
who are there because of mental problems. Not crazy 
people, of course, but all with ulcers, hypertension, 
nervous breakdown, and other kindred ills, Why not 
determine now that you will not be one of them, The 
end comes soon enough to all of us. Why hurry it?

An interesting economic survey 
of the Kawartha Lakes Region of | 
Ontario has been published by the/ 
Ontario Bureau of Statistics and 
Research. It is published in two 
parts and may serve to better in- 
form newcomers to this aren of its 
historical and economic aspects. 
Here is part one: 

The Kawartha Lakes Region of 
Ontario consists of the counties of | 
Ontario, Victoria, Durham, Peter- 
borough and Northumberland bord- 
ering the north shore of Lake On- 
tario and extending northwards | 
into the Canadian Shield area of 
the Province. This Region corres- | 
ponds very closely to the drainage | 
area served by the Trent, the larg- | 
est river on the north shore of Lake | 
Ontario, 

The first white man to visit the 
Kawartha Lakes Region was Sam- | 
uel de Champlain who, in Septem- | 
ber, 1615, accompanied a war party 
of Huron Indians on a foray against 
the Iroquois. To reach the Iroquois 
country south of Lake Ontario, the 
party travelled across the Region 
from north to south, following more 
or less the route of the present} 
Trent Valley Canal System. In 
December, Champlain and the de- 
feated Hurons returned and, moy-} 
ing slowly homeward on snowshoes, 


time from south to north. 

Although a few smal] trading 
outposts in Indian villages on the 
north shore of Lake Ontario were 
supported by Montreal and Que- 
bee merchants, the French made 
no attempt to colonize the region. 
The posts were established to in- 
tercept Indians bound for Oswego or 
Albany with furs brought down 
from the northern hunting grounds. 
When their usefulness ended at the 
time of the Conquest they were ab- 
andoned. The fact that ‘n~ 1794 
Benjamin Wilson moved with his 
family into the log cabin which had 
been built as a French trading post 
at the mouth of Oshawa Creek 
would indicate that these structures 
were substantially built. The one 
the Wilsons found standing on their 
U. E. L. grant had been deserted 
for more than thirty years. 

The first permanent -settlement 
in the region was at Port Hope, 
where a flourishing trading post 
Was in existence as early as 1778. 
In 1784 the land fronting on the 
lake between Toronto and Trenton 
was purchased from the Indians 


tlers until after the war of 1812, 
accommodate the flood of immi- 
grants from the British Isles. 

At Port Hope, in 1818, the Mis- 
sissaugas sold the Crown a block 
of 4,000 square miles, comprising 
Victoria, Peterborough and parts 
of adjoining counties in return for 
@ perpetual annuity of £740 - in 
goods. 

The majority of settlers bound 
for the newly-opened district 
tramped overland from Port Hope 
to Cobourg to Rice Lake which 
they crossed on barges. Those who 
could afford \t, however, preferred 
to travel as far as York by steamer 
before disembarking. From there 
they Journeyed north, along Yonge 
St. to Beaverton, where they turn- 
ed eastward into the wilderness. 
The best know of the early mass 
immigrations into the district oc- 
curred in 1825 when Hon. Peter 
Robinson brought out 2,000 Irish 
settlers from the neighborhood of 
Cork, to Peterborough and Victor- 
ia Counties.

Apart from the beautiful Kaw- | 
artha Lakes, the great tourist at- 
traction of the Region is the Trent} 
Valley Canal, some two hundred | 
and seventy-five miles in length, 
with locks at Peterborough which | 
lift and lower boats a distance -of | 
sixty-five feet. 

Work on the Trent Valley Canal’ 
was begun in 1833 and by 1843 
locks had been built at Bobcay-| 
geon and Lindsay. Ten years Jater, | 
two steamers, the “Woodman” of | 
Port Perry and the “Ogemah” of | 
Fenelon Falls, was carrying lum-} 
ber to Port Perry on Lake Scugog, 
from whence it was hauled ayer 
land, by team to Whitby. If work 
on the project had been carried on 
consistently, the canal might have 
proven useful during the days wher 
lumbering was an important local 
industry, although the forty-four 
locks, varying in width from twen- 
ty-five to thirty-three feet, have 
a depth of only four to six feet and 
the System is open for navigation 
only 175 days a year. However, long 
before the Canal was finished, oth- 
er and more modern transportation 
facilities had been developed to} 
serve the district and the lumber-| 
ing industry had passed on. 

The Kawartha Lakes Region is 
one of the largest in southern On-| 
tario with an area of almost 5,000 
square miles. Its population of | 
238,601, however, constitutes only 
5.2 per cent of the provincial total. 
Population density varies from 20 
persons per square mile in Victoria 
to 102 in Ontario county, The 
Jatter county accounts for over one-" 
third of the total regional popula- 
tion. Over the period 1941-1951, the 
population of the Region increased 
by 223 per cent or slightly more 
than the provincial average. Ont- 
ario county made the greatest ad- 
vance (32.5 per cent) while Victoria 
showed an increment of only 4.6 
per cent over the period. 

The inhabitants of this Region 
are overwhelmingly of British or- 
igin the proportion varying from 
81 per cent in Ontario county to 
93 per cent in Victoria Other 
groups include French, Dutch and 
Ukranian (Ontario). While the 
population of the Region is only 
slightly more urban than rural, the 
former sector is increasing ab a 
much faster rate (35 per cent as 
compared with 8.5 per cent), The 
proportion of the population which 
is rural varies from 60.2 per cent 
in Durham to 324 per cent in Pet- 
erborough. 


Within the Region are eight cen- 
tres with populations in excess of 
3,000 including two cities: Oshawa 
(41,545) and Peterborough (38,272). 
The latter two urban centres show- 
of intercensal population increases 
of 55 percent and 51 per cent, re- 
spectively, the largest jumps of any 
cities In Ontario, excep{ Sarnia. 
AGRICULTURE \ 

The sale of agricultural products 
is an important source of income in 
the Kawartha Lakes Region. Farms 
supply food for the expanding urb- 
an areas, particularly milk and 
meat which are marketed {n Oshawa 
and Peterborough, and in Toronto. 
The net farm income in the Reg- 
fon in 1949 was $39.1 million, fourth’ 
highest in the Province. The high 
rank of total net farm income re- 
sults from the large area of clear- 
ed farm land —the Region js the 


2.468 square miles — rather than 
from the use of intensive farming 
techniques. In the main, farming 
may be described as general, ex- 
cluding a narrow strip of land par- 
allel to the shore of Lake Ontario 
where vegetables, fruit and some 
field crops are cultivated as cash 
crops. The net income per occupied 
farm, $3,073 in 1949, is close to, 
but slightly higher than, the proy- 


The proportion of the labour 
force engaged in agriculture in the 
Region varies, depending on the 
rural-urban distribution of the 
population. Of the three predom- 
inantly rural counties, the propor-

The topography and the soil of j 
the Kawartha Lakes Region follow | 
a pattern of bands roughly parallel 
to Lake Ontario. The southern sec- 
tion comprises the Iroquois Plain 
and the slopes approaching the 
height: of land. Numerous small 
streams, emptying in Lake Ontario, 
drain the area, The Iroquois Plain, | 
at one time part of the bottom of | 
an ancient lake of the same name, 
contains excellent clay and sand 
soils, built at the deltas of rivers) 
draining into the lake. The prox-| 
imity of Lake Ontario exerts a) 
moderating influence on the clim- 
ate, and this has permitted the 
cultivation of fruit and vegetables 
which require a long growing seas- 
on. The railroads and highways 
proyide a rapid means for market- 
ing the produce, essential for per- 
ishable goods. Vegetables and, field 
crops are grown chiefly on clay 
soils, while fruit is cultivated in 
the sandy sections. 

The area north of the watershed 
is drained by the Trent River and 
the Kawartha Lakes. The topo- 
graphy of the land is characteriz- 
ed by “drumlins” or hog-back hills 
and rolling country. The soils vary, 
but in general it may be described 
as clay loam. Stones in the soil are 
not uncommon in some sections, 
and this feature has tended to fay- 
our livestock farming. The hilly 
terrain. and the lack of adequate 
precipitation during the summer 


months, often resulting in droughts, | 
have underscored the need for soil 


conservation, and this in turn de- 
pends in part on livestock to main- 
tain the organic content of the 
soil. While the land is well drained 
for the midst part, the valleys are 
commonly swampland. 

There are patches of good soil in 
the areas that fringe the precam- 
brian rock of the Canadian shield, 
but most of the land is too stoney 
for field crops and can be used only 
for grazing. Some of the area could 
be reforested to prevent erosion of 
the shallow soil and to retain wat- 
er. Sheep and beef cattle are com- 
mon, and the Region ranks second 
in the Province in the value of 
sheep raised, with $1.8 million in 
1951, 15 per cent of the provincial 
total. 

The southern sections of Durham 
county are devoted to mixed farm- 
ing, with an emphasis on dairy cat- 
tle. Swine and beef cattle are more 
nurmerous in the northern  sec- 
tions. Field crops include hay, mix- 
er grains, oats _and fall wheat, the | 
first three of which are used prin- 
cipally in livestock feed. The Iro- 
quols Plain section, about eight 
miles wide in Durham, is used chief- 
ly for tree fruits, the value of 
which exceeded $266 thousand in 
1951, A large cold storage plant for 
fruit has been opened at New- 
castle. The sandy areas have been 
used for growing tobacco, especially 
In the Port Hope area, and in 1951 
2,000 acres were planted. The value 
of the crop, however, was less than 
2 per cent of the provincial total.

Durham in topography and agri- 
culture except that the northern 
part of the county extended into 
the Simcoe Lowlands. Cattle, over 
60 per cent of which are kept for 
dairying, are the most important 
source of income. Swine and sheep 
are important, particularly in the 
northern sections. The principal | 
field crops are the staples: hay: 
mixed grains, oats, and fall] wheat. 
Potatoes’ are grown as a-cash crop, | 
valued at $424 thousand {n 1951. 
Small fruit and vegetable products 


| grown along the shore plain ex 


ceeded $338 thousand in 1951, but 
were not as important in Ontario 
county as in Durham and North- 
umberland. 

Peterborough county is bisected 
by the precambrian shield which 
precludes almost al] profitable 
farming north of its boundary. The 
south-west half of the county is 
characterized by genera] farming, 
Including cattle, swine and sheep 
raising, and field crops, chiefly hay, 
oats and wheat, Fruit or vegetables 
are not grown to any extent. The 
terrain is rolling and hilly, usually 
well drained but subject to drought 
and erosion in the summer months. 

The topography and soil of Vic- 
toria county correspond approxi- 
mately to that of Peterborough 
county with hilly terrain and clay 
loam soils. In the other counties 
| of the Region over 60 per cent of 
| the cattle are»raised for dairy pro- 
ducts, chiefly milk, but in Victoria, 
which lacks a large urban market, 
| 65 per cent of the cattle are raised 
for beef. Swine ard sheep are also| 
important livestock. Field crops in- 
clude hay, mixed grains, and oats. 
Wheat is not grown as much as in 
the other four countries. Fruit and 
fresh vegetables are not grown as 
cash crops. -

Ald. Bruce Maidens told council 
that the cost of putting the names 
of the honoured dead of World War 
TI on the Cenotaph would be $600.00. 

Mayor Charles Lamb said, “These 
boys fought and died for you and 
IL We are too big a town and too 
big a council to ask anyone else to 
pay for it. We (the town) ought to 
pay for it.” He felt that it ought 
to be paid for by the town, and 
not by some other group, such as 
the Canadian Legion. The Mayor 
said that if there was not enough 
room on the existing monument, 
plans had been drawn up to add 
“wings” on to the present one, on 
which there would be ample room. 

Ald. Breese said he wanted to be 
sure that there would be no marring 
of the monument as it is, since he 
considered it a fine memorial. Dep- 
uty reeve Bert Hick agreed with 
him, saying that whatever is done 
ought to “fit in architecturally with 
the present one.”

Lindsay To Honor Muskies 


The Yown of Lindsay is going to 
honour the Lindsay Muskies’ Inter- 
mediate hockey team with a ban- 
quet, some time before the end of 
this month, 

The matter of honouring the 
Muskies was brought up by the 
Mayor after Ald. J. McQuarrie had 
told council Monday night that the 
arena operation for the first fhree 


. months of 1953 was “very favour- 


able”. There was, he said, an excess 
of income over expenditure of $2513., 
which was being used to cut down 
the bank overdraft. 

Mayor Lamb said that several 
people had approached him and 
asked if the Muskies were going t> 
be officially recognized for their 
efforts in the hockey field this 
year. “They brought honour and 
credit tc the town”, said Mayor 
Lamb, “and ought to be recognized 
some way. Have them recognized 


with some pin or something for 
what they did.” 
“I agree,” said Reeve Richard 


Butler, “they brought us from the 
red into the black.” 

Ald. McQuarrie, as Arena Com- 
mittee Chairman, explained the 
way the Muskies had been patd this 
winter by the arena. For a while, 
he sald, the team had been patd 
on a 50-50 basis, They came to the 
Committee and asked for more, and 
were given a 60-40 split, an extra 10 
per cent, said Mr. McQuarrie. When 
the playoffs came along, they had 


capacity crowds. “The team did 
well with their extra 10 per cent’, 
he said “Financially, I feel we are 
in no way in debt to the team,” He 
pointed out that on the season, to 
March end this year, the team had 
received $6,406.69, and he felt over 
$7,000.00 on the whole season, since 
there were some games in April, 
The arena, to March end, had 
received $5,046.00, and out of that 
has all its expenses, including a 
debenture debt. “The juniors were 
a good team this year, too,” he said. 

Deputy-reeve Bert Hick felt that 
a lot of the credit for the arena's 
success must go to the new com- 
mittee. “Without them", he stated, 
“operation would still be in the re’ 
It was done by cutting down ex- 
penses at the arena.” 

“They (the Muskies) ought to be 
given just a small token in recog- 
nition of their playing all season” 
the Mayor said again. 

Said Ald. Breese: “I agree with 
Mr, Hick. If the Muskies had been 
a championship team. . but other 
teams have done as much and re- 
ceived no recognition.” Mr. Breese 
was making reference not only to 
hockey, but to other sports, rugby, 
baseball, etc., as well.

FIRE SPURS TOWN COUNCIL 
INTO PUMPER REPAIR ACTION 


Ald. J. Baker read a letter to 
Lindsay’s Council Monday evening 
from ‘ire Chief Alex Wylie asking 
that council spend $2,350.00 to 
recondition the La France pumper 
truck. It was agreed to do so. 

Ald. Baker observed that in the 
fire on Monday at the ‘candystick 
factory, when the La France was 
parked on Kent Street pumping 
water, “it almost shook itself to 
Pieces in front of, the Olympia, 
shooting oil all over the place.” H2 
further said that the company 
which is to do the reconditioning 
claims that the pumpers will be 
“almost as good as new for the 
$2,350.00 for the next ten years’, 
though there was no guarantee 
attached. 


“The pumpers are very valuable. 
Without the pumpers the fire would 
ave got out of hand,” said Deputy- 
Teeve Hick 

Said Mayor Lamb, “After the fire 
today, for the protection of the 
citizens, we ought to get the pumper 
fixed. T move that we spend ‘the 
“$2,350.00 and fix the pumps, 
spreading the cost over a 5-year 
perlod.” His motion was seconded 
by Ald. W. Breese, and the motion 
carried. 

Ald. Baker informed the council 
that it may be possible to get a 
replacement pumper while the La 
Franc is being fixed. The repair 
time, he said, was from four to six 
weeks, 

The matter of having the pumper 
repaired has been a topic of dis- 
cussion In Council on previous oc- 
casions. It was shelved a week ago 
pending further consideration.

‘There are words of praise being 
spoken in Lindsay today for tite 
efficiency with which the Lindsay 
Fire Dept, handled the fire at 
Lindsay’s dowel factory Monday 
afternoon. The fire destroyed part 
of the building and equipment in 
the dowel factory founded by J. A 
Arnberg in 1938 and water damaged 
stock and equipment in other parts, 
Some equipment seems to have 
escaped damage almost entirely and 
unofficial estimates of the loss place 
it as high ag $50,000. Present oper- 
ator of the plant is “Ted” Gordon, 
former owner of the Gordon Boav 
Works at Bobcaygeon. Mr. Gordon 


| took over the management of the 


plant of J. A. Arnberg and Co. Ltd., 
last November and was responsible 
for forming the limited company 


Fire Chief Alex Wylie reports that 
his department was first called te 
the factory at 1.55 p.m. Monday anc 
successfully extinguished a fire 
along the east wall of the plan? in 
@ pile of sawdust. The chief says he 
is-satisfied that the fire was proper- 
ly out when his department left 
and that he left specific instructions 
for the sawdust to be “dug out”. 
There was evidence of heating in 
the pile, the chief declares. 

Returning to the station at 2.15 
p.m. the brigade was called at 
3.22 p.m. to the same factory. This 
time the fire had made much 
greater headway and, according to 
the chief, seemed to be most intense 
at a point about 10 or 12 feet away 
from the scene of the first outbreak. 
“It was going strong, when we 
answered the second call,” the 
chief said this morning. 

The toll of the fire adds up to/an 
estimated $50,000 cash loss, approxi- 
mately 22 unemployed people (only 
three of them were girls) and three 
injured firemen, none of them 
seriously. Firemen Wally Tully ana 
Wm. Brasier received cuts during 
the fire and Fire Chief Wylie slip- 
ped while inspecting the ruins this 
morning and scraped the front 
of his right leg severely. 


Hundreds of people were attract- 
ed to the scene of the fire at its 
height and many of them stayed 
around until the supper hour, when 
it first showed signs of really coming 
under control. Fourteen volunteer 
and six regular firemen, directed 
by Chief Wylie fought the fire from 
all sides. There were eleven lines 
in action at the height of the fire 
and 4,800 feet of hose were in use. 
Every ladder in the place was pres- 
sed into service, the chief declared 
as he reviewed the incident. 

Firemen remained on the job all 
that night working through night 
by the aid of floodlights. The night 
job was one largely of cleaning up 
and keeping watch. Tuesday a.m. 
mountains of doweling of various 
sizes are stacked in the two alley- 
ways adjoining the fire-swept fac- 
tory, Plant operator Ted Gordon 
told “The Post” he wag having it 
carted to the dump. A few minutes 
later dump trucks were being load- 
ed and the rubble was being cleared 
away. 

When “The Post’ arrived at the 
fire at approximately 3.35 p.m. 
Monday the main blaze seemed to 
be centred in the northeast corner 
of the plant. Flames and dense 
smoke were belching out of the 
metal blowers in that section of the 
building. In a matter of minutes the 
fire seemed to be all over the build- 
ing. Going around to the Cam- 
bridge St, laneway leading to the 
factory dense smoke and flames 
Were pouring out of the concrete 
block addition to the east of the 
plant, Almost at the same time the 
roof seemed to take fire and before 
long a great gaping hole had been 
eaten in it. For a time it appeared 
as though there might be casualties 
from falling debris in the south 
alleyway. ‘ 

J. A. Amberg, founder of the 
factory, says he was in the office 
at the time of the first fire and it 
appeared to be completely out when 
firemen left. In the interval he say, 
he told the present head of the firm, 
Mr. Gordon, that he felt they 
should go and see why the sawdust 
wasn't being hauled away from the 
east end of the plant, It was being 
burned by Victoria Laundry, he 
explains, and they went there to 
see what was holding up remoyal.

“When we got back the whole thing 
seemed to be ablaze,” he declared 
Mr. Arnberg recalled the early days 
of the factory when’ he first opened 
if in Lindsay. He had been burned 
aut at Bobcaygon, and, on being 
approached by Mr. ©. E. Ferguscon 
and Mr. K. Gregory, of Lindsay, 
decided t, come in and lock the 
Situation over at Lindsay. What he 
saw induced him to found his | 
factory here. “I worked night and | 
day to get it on its feet,” he told | 
“The Post.” Mr. Arnberg is an ex- 
pert machinist and designed muco 
of his cwn equipment. 

W. A. Tullett, Victoria Ave. N., | 
employee of the factory is believed 
to have been the first man to see | 
the second fire in its infancy. He 
Says he Was looking down from the 
second floor and saw smoke curling 
up from the sawdust bin. The fire 
seemed to be between a pile of plank 
and sawdust bin and looked to be 
all on the outside of the building, 
he stated. “It didn’t look like much 
then, but it sure moved fast.” Mr. 
Tullet says he grabbed a hose that 
Was hooked up on the second floor 
and started pouring water on where 
the fire seemed to be located. It was 
a losing fight and Tullett said he 
was forced by the dense smoke to 
leave the building. All the factory 
hands . turned in fighting the fire 
from the outside. 

Inspector John Richards of the 
Ontario Fire Marshal's office, To- 
ronto, arrived in Lindsay at noon 
‘Tuesday. He is planning a complete 
inspection of the premises. 

Insurance on the building is held 
by the firm of R. J. Daw and Co- 
There is no indication of how much 
insurance was carried. The insur- 
ance adjuster was on the job early 
Tuesday a.m. and says he will bs 
on the job for several days. He is 
Stewart Angell, Underwriters Ad- 
justment Bureau Ltd., Toronto. No 
official estimate of damage is pos- 
sible yet, he said. 

Fire Chief Wylie took a repre- 
sentative of “The Post” through the 
burned-out building this morn- 
ing. With exception of the third 
floor virtually all fire damage ap- 
peared to be confined to the east 
side of the plant. On the third 
floor greatest fire damage is at the 
south end and this is pretty general. 
The roof is practically all burned 
off in this part. The west section 
of the plant on all floors appeared 
to be only suffering from water 
damage. Besides the huge piles of 
doweling pushed from the third 
floor into the adjoining alleyways, 
large quantities of stock were still 
in the building. Steam was rising 
from a water-soaked carton at the 
south end of the building as the 
warm rays of the sun beat down on 
it Tuesday a.m, through the burned 
out section of the roof, 

Fireman Tom Madill was given 
great credit by Chief Wylie for the 
way he fought the fire. Madil] has 
recently been the target of some 
criticism because of alleged physi- 
cal disabilities, “There's one thing, 
about Tom, he's not afraid of work,” 
the chief said. The chief said he 
wasn't singling Madill out for any 
reason other than that he believed 
he should be given credit Where 
credit was due, He was equally 
complimentary of the cooperation 
from the rest of the firemen. 

According to the Fire -Chief, 
pumps were working at capacity 
at Lindsay's pumping station 
throughout the fire and the park 
well was also in use. In addition 
the water in the standpipe was be- 
ing used to maintain adequate pres- 
sure. “The pressure held up good,” 
Chief Wylie declared, The capacity 
of the station was estimated at 
1,200-1,300 gallons per minute and 
the park well supplied about 400 
gallons per minute. 

Tt is not the first time the town’s 
business section has been menaced 
by fire originating at almost the 
same point. Back in 1897 or 98, 
Mr. Keele Gregory retired Lindsay 
hardware merchant, recalls, a big 
fire swept through the same sec- 
tion of the community, At that 
time the building housed a wagon 
works. A dynamite storage shed 
was located in the same yard and 
great concern was felt lest it blow 
up. Firemen well known in those

Mr, Albert O'Neill, of 28 Simcoe 
Street, appeared before council 
Monday night, to have something 
done about the Simcoe Street block, 
between Russell and Glenelg Sts. 
on which he lives. He said that put- 
ting gravel down and oiling it was 
“g waste of money” if it were not 
fixed. A motion to have the street 
repaired, carried. 

Mr, O'Neill said he had been 
trying to get the situation remedied 
for four years. He said that on 
February 27th this year he wrote 
the Deputy-reeve requesting that 
something be done. “Some years 
ago Mr. Butler tried to remedy the 
situation,” he said, “and last year 
Mr. Hick said he was short of 
money.” 

Mr. O'Neill said that a load of 
gravel had been dropped on a hard 
surface and that passing cars 
threw it all over the place. “This 
year the oiler will be down again. 
You are wasting your money.” He 
mentioned also a gutter that had 
once been opened by the town and 
once by himself, but the water off 
Russell Street was still running into 
property on Simcoe Street. 

Town Engineer Strachan said 
that he agreed with Mr. O'Neill a- 
bout dirt roads, saying that they 
are three times as expensive as 
paved roads to keep up. He said 
that in this particular block, he 
knew that the centre was lower 
than either end. \ 


Mr, O'Neill said he had asked 
four times in four year, but that 
this was the first time he had ap- 
proached Town Council in person. 
He said he was asking for a part 
of the $56,000.00 council was to 
spend on the roads this year, 

Deputy-reeve Bert Hick, under 
whose department road snaintenance 
falls, said that it cost $16,000.00 to 
maintain dirt roads, for which 
$10,000.00 was received back in 
frontage tax, “We spend only 
$5000.00 in upkeep of paved roads. 
It’s three-to-one. Sooner we get 
permanent surfaced roads, the bet- 
tert 

Mr. O'Neil] said that the ditch 
where Mr. Minaker is building a 
house has enough water in it to 
drown a child.

Majority Doctors

Health Insurance? 


Toronto, May 12—(BUP)— The 
Ontario Medical Association says

doctors oppose compulsory health 
insurance, while 40 point 4 per cent 
favor it, 

Tm a report to an annual conven- 
tion in Toronto, the Association 
said most of the doctors who favor a 
compulsory health plan believe it 
should be administered by the 
medical profession. 

The statement said, “the posswril- 
ity of any government turning over

Delegation To See Premier 
About Getting Bigger Grant 


Board of Works Chairman Bert 
Hick, Mayor Charles Lamb, Town 
Engineer Strachan and Chairman 
of Finance Maidens were authorized 
by Lindsay's council Monday night 
to go to see Premier Leslie Frost 
and ask him for an increase in the 
Department of Highways grant this 
year. The Department informed 
council last week that their budget 
of $71,300 would only get approval 
on $39,500, 

“We are spending a lot of money 
in the Board of Works”, said the 
Deputy-reeye, also informing coun- 
cil that the County Council couldn't 
get the interview they desired in 
Ottawa last week. 

Mayor Lamb reaffirmed that 
Lindsay needed a bridge - badly - 
and said “if we have to go to To- 
ronto, or wherever you think -we 
ought to go. If ever a town neaded 
a bridge, Lindsay needs one on 
Lindsay Street North.” 

“The bridge is a County affair", 
said the Deputy-reeve. “We ovght to 
keep in touch with them, but it is 
their affair actually When they do 
have an appointment they will, in 
all probability, ask us to go along.” 
In referring to the cut in the grant 
from the Department, Deputy- 
reeVe Hick reminded them. It was 
from $71,300 to $39.500, a great re- 
duction, in view of this year's pro- 
posed work in the Town. 

Mayor Lamb said that the 
Government feels that municipali- 
ties are leaning too heavily on the

ties must find the money for their 
projects, at least a great deal of it, 
themselves. 

Ald. Breese pointed out that a 
great many streets in Lindsay were

IN THE WRONG HANDS .... 

There is mounting evidence that government con- 
trol of television is fraught with grave dangers to the 
people of this country. Writing under the caption 
“Courageous Dissent”, the Vancouver Sun speaks out 
rather plainly on the subject of TV monopoly and 
directs a telling blow at government control of radio 
and television, long conceded by many thinking people 
to be detrimental to the advancement of these com- 
munication systems. Here is what The Vancouver 
Sun has to say on the subject: 

“We share George Chandler's angry bewilderment 
at the sudden apparent abandonment of the fight 
against government radio and television monopoly by 
the Canadian Association of Broadcasters. 

“As operator of CJOR and a former CAB director, 
Mr. Chandler has always shown sincere concern for 
the freedom of radio as a medium of public expression. 

“He finds he cannot “in all conscience join the 
CAB in either congratulating or commending the gov- 
ernment upon its present television policy.” 

“He hints strongly that he believes private station 
operators responsible for the CAB’s about-face are 
frightened by the high-handed way in which the goy- 
ernment is doling out a few TV station licenses to 
private operators. 

“He implies operators seeking licenses are fearful 
of being denied licenses if they remain fighters against 
continued TV monopoly and that they are selling out 
their anti-monopoly principles to ensure themselves 
licenses. 

“If this is so, it’s the most damning proof yet of 
the menace to any free expression in Canadian TV 
as long as it remains under the dictatorship control 
exercised by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 

“4 private operator who swallows his criticism to 
avoid displeasing the CBC and the government to get 
a TV license is even more likely to refrain from irri- 
tating them in using the license. 

“Just as newspapers operated under government 
licenses couldn’t be expected to remain impartial 
critics of government policy, so TV station operators 
would watch their step. 4 

“The greater the need to tell truths unfavorable 
to the government, the less inclined they’d be to risk 
their existence. 

“Ags Mr. Chandler bitterly points out, the present 
plan of licensing only one private station in each TV 
area and none where the CBC plans to operate does 
nothing to end the TV monopoly. It still won't give 
Canadian televyiewers optional Canadian TV stations. 

“Mr. Chandler further accuses the government of 
deliberately manipulating TV channel allotments far 
beyond technical requirements “to keep at a minimum 
the number of TV stations that can be licensed.” 

“The government policy remains monopolistic, -has 
caused long delays, and refused Canadians a choice 
of programs,” be says. “Jt hurts business by restricting 
the number of stations, deliberately lowers the effi- 
ciency possible in the use of available TV channels 
and in many border areas it has driven Canadians to 
rely on American TV service.” 

“7f the government is trying to prevent Canadians 
from having any worthwhile TV at all, it’s certainly 
using the right blueprint.” <= 


SOMEONE SLIPPED UP...- 

A few days ago “The Post” called attention to a 
report which gained credence in the meat casing 
manufacturing industry to the effect that the federal 
government was looking. with favour on the use of 
coloured meat casings on certain cuts. As it develops, 
the report seems to have been well founded but official 
Ottawa now declares that it was a regrettable mistake 
and that, for the time being at least, clear casings are 
the only type which will receive governmental blessing. 

It is perhaps fortunate for both the meat casing 
manufacturers and the consuming public that the col- 
oured casing scheme was called off in time. From 
the standpoint of the casing manufacturers it probably 
would have meant a good many headaches and for the 
consumer, a rugged time in purchasing quality meat. 
It is not difficult to picture the dilemma of the manu- 
facturers’ chemists dashing madly abont with bottles 
of colouring compound trying to keep pace with the 
demand for coloured meat casings to say nothing of 
the problems involved in keeping the colours uniform. 
Nor is it hard to visualize the frantic customer peering 
at all angles at meat displays trying to figure out which 
coloured package was apt to prove least deceptive 
when prepared for the oven or serving. 

No, the time is not yet for coloured meat casings 
and, while a regrettable mistake occurred in letting the 
trade get the impression that coloured casings were 
government approved, it is not nearly so regrettable 
as would be the consequences should such a “mistake” 
really be made in official circles.

HOKUM IN ITS CUPS 

Doubtless many of us—and still more of our wives 
—have listened with no little interest while some seer- 
ess jostled the soggy leaves In our teacups and youch- 
safed some such revelation as “Something is troubling 
you...Isee a tall, dark man in your life... Yes, 
you will meet him, but first you are going on a journey 
—I see you on a boat... There is great wealth in 
store for you...” Such adroit hokum may have fallen 
a little short of psychiatric therapy, but it did put the 
hearer into a buoyant mood suitable to fee-paying, and 
a good time was had by all. We find ourselves baffled 
trying to picture one of Chief John Chisholm’s stal- 
warts barging in al that moment to cart the seeress 
off to jail for six months in lieu of a $500 fine. 

So when such a clause turned up in the new 
Criminal Code draft the parliamentary committee— 
probably a bit self-conscious in its solemnity—felt the 
same way and amended it to apply only in case of 
fraudulent practice. Nevertheless, some Ontario edi- 
tors have viewed this with a certain misgiving. The 
law, said the Kingston Whig-Standard, ought to protect 
gullible people by outlawing all fortune telling. The 
Peterborough Examiner finds itself disappointed with 
this attitude and wonders: “If the law . . . is to make 
a crusade against human folly, which of us shall 
escape?” 

The intriguing question, of course, is how this 
weighty proposal got through all the official law clerks 
in the first place. After all, there are dark men—or 
fair women — in all our lives, and that recidivist 
sweep ticket might easily turn into “great wealth,” and 
any one who seriously associated the law with such 
day-dreaming should probably have something else 
than his teacup read. These little previews of the 
future may telegraph the punch a bit, but so long as 
they are pleasant most of us will likely string along 
if only for the satisfaction of borrowed ascendancy 
over such nonsense. Of course, if these people start 
raking up the past, that’s something else again.

They incinerate 350 million young trees that Mother 
Nature herself planted as a future endowment for the 
children of Canada.

POLICE NEED CO-OPERATION 
TO DO BEST WORK 

A police force will only be as good as the 
average citizen desires it to be, a veteran Canadian 
policeman has reminded us. Writing in the publica- 
tion Merit News, R. A. Byford, Westmount chief of 
police and president of the Province of Quebec Police 
and Fire Chiefs’ Association, points out that to be ef- 
fective a police force must have wholehearted co- 
operation and willing assistance at all times from 
every citizen, for “without this co-operation and help 
a police force is beaten before it starts. Without team- 
work between police forces and the general public, our 
democratic way of life would quickly disappear and 
the only law would be the law of the jungle.” 

The average citizen is apt to take for granted 
the steps taken by the police to protect his freedom 
and property but it is important that he should realize 
the necessity of co-operation with the forces of law 
and order. The citizen who is careless with his prop- 
erty; who neglects to lock doors and windows; who 
leayes his car unlocked and untended; who neglects 
to inform the police of suspicious occurrences, has 
only himself to blame if he is robbed or otherwise 
suffers al the hands of wrongdoers. The police do their 
best to catch the thief after the horse has been stolen; 
their task is made that much easier when the public 
locks the stable door and takes other necessary pre- 
cautions so that the thief cannot get in. 

A willing -and co-operative citizenry is one of the 
strongest weapons in the armory of a police force. 

Co-operation with the police may mean the pre- 
vention of a crime. 

The policeman cannot be everywhere and see 
eyerything and he must depend upon the law-abiding 
public for assistance in holding the line against crime 
and the criminal. 

“The police owe a duty to the public, whom they 
have sworn to protect, but conversely, on the public's 
side, there is a responsibility to the police. Law ob- 
servance {is far better than law enforcement. There 
can be true law observance only if the public is 
awake to its responsibilities and efficient police forces 
are on hand to assist members of the public to fulfill 
their obligations to Canada as good citizens.”

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By-Gone Days In West Brock | 
Are Recalled By Henry Golden 


Sunderland (PNS) -Henry Golden 
says, “West Brock is one of the 
finest communities in the whole 
wide world”. The soundness of 
these statements coming from this 
country gentleman, who radiates an 
all-pervading sense of honesty, ac- 
centuated by a straightforward, 
keen glance into his listener, eyes, 
js at once accepted by those w 
whom it is directed. And again 
Henry Golden is certainly in a 
position to make such a statement 
about thls fine section of Brock 
Township, for this dearly beloved 
citizen who is over the usual retiring 
age speaks authentically. 

Henry Golden, with massive 
frame and tall stature and deep 
brown eyes that radiate the wisdom 
of years is a native of West Brock. 
In fact he was born and raised on 
that farm just opposite that occu- 
pied now by Mr, and Mrs. Bob St. 
John and Mrs. Perey St. John. The 
location of the old homestead is 
easily found by taking the first 
crossroad which leads south off the 
6th concession west of Sunderland 
and the remnant; of the former 
Golden home can be found there 
Incideatally Mr. Golden who now 
farms on the 13th of Reach, ad- 
jacent to Victoria Corners, still 
holds this site of his forefathers as 
a ranch. It was on a recent visit 
there, the scene of his childhood 
that he paused to reminisce, “In the 
long ago and ‘for over 60 years I 
walked from my home to Ruddy’s 
School or to the 3rd. It meant a 
walk of some two miles, across 
the fields as the crow flies, but we 
didn't mind it. There were old fa~ 
shioned winters then, with snow 
Tight up to your ears, But home 
Made mitts and toques and warm 
woollen clothes, spun by my mo- 
thers and sisters from the fleece 
right off our sheep's back kept us 
warm. But I will say’ Ruddy’s school 
built of logs was a rather draughty 
place in the early days. I weil 
remember as the snow melted off 
our rubbers it froze in circles of 
ice around our feet on the draughty 
floor, But we survived and my 
school days at Ruddy’s remain in 
my memory as the dear old golden 
rule days. Readin’ and writin’ and 
*rithmetic were surely taught to the 
tune of the hickory stick. Anda 
what a great number of pupils 
attended in the winter! They cam=2 
from a radius of four mile; around 
and the school was very crowded. 
My father brought the new double 
seats by horse from Sunderland 
yillage and the whole school whicn 
is a large one was filled to capa- 
city. I can remember one winter 
when some 60 pupils attended and 
one little fellow, Jack Shier who now 
a grown man, resides on the 4th 
just off the highway had to sit on 
a chair by himself as all seats were 
filled. In the winter months growa 
young men and young women at- 
tended, but in the summer, I with 
the others had to stay home to 
assist with the work of the farn) 
which was done by man and horse 
power.” 

“A dollar looked a fortune to us in 
those days”. stated Mr. Shier. “But 
Wwe dicin’t seem to need so much 
Teady cash as people do to-day. 
And we were all very happy and 
had peace in our soul. Today a 
young lad needs ati taast a ten-spov 
in his wallet before starting out for 
an evening's fun with the lady of 
hi; choice. In those days we had the 
finest community and neighbourly 
get-to-gethers and the boy friend 
did not require one cent in “his 
homespun trousers to finance it. 
We had rollicking splendid times, 
going in sleigh loads to the old 
Evan's place, the Doble’s, the Bag- 
shaw’s, the Shier’s, ete. for an 
evening of singing with the organ 
supplying music, And we had an 
evening, which left nothing to be 
desired as our young voices blended 
in hymns and the popular ballade 
of the day. How we loved to sing the 
old familiar ‘Annie Laurie’ and 
‘Swanee River’. To add to the even- 
ing's thrills, nutcracking was a 
popular innovation and how the 
young squires so solicitously kept 
their olooming companions supplied 
with the nut meats,” 

“In the summer the barn raisings 


were scenes of feasting, feats of | 
skill and strength and the ‘old time’ 

barn dance brought these occasions 

to a wonderful and perfect end. I 

remember attending al] the barn 

ralsings in West Brock in my time. 

To-day many of these first barns 

still stand. The one on the old} 
Evans place, which has gigantic 

timbers hewn by axe, grown on the 

place, stands as a memento of the | 
great long ago with its mighty | 
pioneeis. 

This Evans place, now the Alfred 

Brown estate was once the scene 

of a pine forest, where stumps 

still speak of the mighty trees whica 

thrived there. If wa, from this for- 

est that one of the longest pine logs 

of greatest girth was hauled and 

shipped to Montreal to make a 

ship's mast. This homestead was the 

scene of much community activity. 

I remember well turning in the lane 

there with a sleigh load of friends 

one winter night, It was moonlighs 

and the stars shone in multitude in 

the heevens. The frosty air filled 

our nostrils and aj] were singing to. 
the chime of the sleigh bells when 

up drove Billy Bagshaw, (who now 

reside; in Sunderland) and who 

purposely swerved in the ditch up- 

setting the sleigh and sleigh load 

of some 12 shrieking, laughing, 

snow-covered fun-seekers. Mr. John 

Evans came out to help stable the 

horses and another evenings fun | 
was well under way. Mr. John Evans 

now deceased was a very tall man.

I think Sug- 
gitt's now reside there, Miss Martha 
Wagg of Uxbridge then wielded the 
birch until succeeded by Miss Har- 
vey of Udora. Miss Harvey was 
suyssr-excellent in my opinion”, 
stated Mr. Golden. “Then Bertie 
Evans, daughter of John taught at 
this school adjacent to her home 
Frank Brewster was anotherr tea- 
cher who was a brother of Dick 
Frank taught some years and then 
went through for a doctor.

Toronto, May 9 —(BUP)—Tuber- 
culosis is as prevalent as ever, al- 
though the death toll has been cut 
down, according to the director of 
the Ontario Health Department's 
T-B Preyention Division. 

Dr. G. G. Brink told the Ontario 
Tuberculosis Association in Toron- 
to that no one can say how many 
people with undiagnosed cases still 
try to live a normal life without. 
realizing their danger. 

He says that unless these unknown, 
Cases are discovered and brought 
under control tuberculosis can not 
adequately be prevented from 
spreading.

“Camping in South Africa is vast- 
ly different to camping as we know 
it. Since they cannot swim in the 
rivers because of crocodiles, nor at 
the beach, because of sharks, they 
swim in pools which have been 


built all through the country, Many 
of their camps are held in places 
where there are no pools, and in 
such cases, they simply camp, with- 
out the “swim time”, so popular 
with campers the world over.”

Perennial borders, which were 
headline attractions in the spa- 
‘cious gardens of private estates, 
are becoming fewer, thanks to 
changing fashions and reduced 
garden space. But perennial flow- 
ers continue to be the largest 
that can be grown, and unsur- 
. passed for garden beauty. 
Every flower garden needs 
them, in considerable numbers, 


if the display of color is to be) 


maintained throughout the sea- 
son. From early spring until al- 
most midsummer the perennials 
furnish nearly all the flowers 
blooming in the northern states. 

Many perénnials can be grown 
from seed as easily as radishes, 
and for best results they should 
be sown at the same time, ag 


soon as the garden soil can be| 
prepared. Waiting until midsum-/ 


mer, as many do, only increases 
hazard, and reduces the growing

Seed may be sown in the 
hope of finding, among the seed- 
lings, a new or improved variety, 
worthy of introduction. This is a 
fascinating hobby, especially if 
a serious study is made of plant 
breeding, and seed is produced 
by crossing selected parents,

Beating Shortage Of Labor 


Cavan, May 8 -Five Cavan district 
farmers have proved that a pen 
and account book can do wonders 
to solve the shortage of farm labor, 
The five are Mervin atid Charles 
smith, Louis Pudsey, Gordon Stap- 
Jes and Bob Ross. 

Co-operative exchange of labor is 
nothing new on the farm. But co- 
operative schemes fail most often 
pecause one or another member of 
the co-operarting group feels he is 
giving a good deal more work than 
he is receiving. 

To eliminate this sort of dissatis- 
faction, then, the five Cavan far- 
mers decide at the beginning of 
each season on the rates, of hire for 
men, horses, tractors and imple- 
ments. Rates are fixed on an hourly 
basis. 

Then when one man brings a 
tractor and implements to work on 
the ferm of another member of the 
group, he is credited with the hours 
of work at the rate stipulated for 
the equipment used, That way, the 
use of implements is extended to 
all five farms, and the amortization 
of the implements’ cost. is reduced. 

At the end of the season, credits 


are cancelled, and credit balances to 
members of the group are paid in 
cash. 

Bob Ross, a chunky veteran who 
settled on 97 acres under VLA after 
serving with the RCAF as a wire- 
less air gunner in Lancasters, 1s 
the junior member of the “union.” 

The co-operative arrangement 
has meant a saving of several years’ 
labor for him since he took the 
farm in 1947. With the aid of the 
other men, he figures, his farm is at 
least two years more advanced than 
{t would have been if he had had 
to work alone. And he could not 
have afforded to hire farm labor. 

Bob Is running a mixed farm. 
Hogs were the chief cash crop until 
prices dropped. Now he's concen- 
trating on beef and peas. This year 
he ts converting his farm economy 
to grassland operation. He ana 
Mervin Smith are working together 
on forage cropping with a machine 
that will also combine swathed 
grain. Main objective is to save 
time and labor, Bob, in the time 
he saves, is studying TV mainten- 
ance as a somewhat unusual side- 
line to his farming career.

Garden Needs Protection 


While the post-war insecticide 
D.D.T. still kills more garden in- 
sects than any one prewar prep- 
aration, new formulations are 
now available which experts say 
do better on some pests than 
D.D.T. 

Aphids, or plant lice, which 
drink plant juices, are a weak 
spot for D.D.T. It kills some, but 
misses most of them, Lindane, 
one of the new ones, kills aphids 
plus all beetles, worms, leaf hop- 
pers and flea beetles which 
D.D.T. destroys. 

Lindane is a chemical refine- 
ment of a German material im- 
ported when the war ended, 


odor, This has been removed. 
Like D.D.T. lindane kills insects 
which it hits, and leaves a resi- 
due on the plant which is fatal 
to pests that eat or walk on it. 
It also produces a vapor which 


it. 
Chlordane, which is also a 
triple threat to plant pests, is 


insects that are in the soil or 
crawl about on it. It is the best 
ant destroyer, 
worms, chiggers, 
and the like. 
While thousands of new insecti- 
cides haye been registered with 
the government, it was never be- 
fore so easy for an amateur gar- 
dener to learn how to protect his 
- plants from insects and disease. 
This is because of all-around 
pesticides now available, which 
will destroy all plant enemies 
that attack gardens. Formerly it 
was necessary to keep on hand 
one material to kill leaf eaters— 
and this was usually arsenic— 
one to kill aphids, usually nico- 


wire worms, 


ease from spreading. Before 
either was used, a diagnosis was 
necessary to see what the trouble 
might be. 

But now the gardener can keep 
a duster filled with an all- 
around combination, and use it 
to protect his plants at the first 
sign of trouble, without trying to 
decide exactly what the trouble 
might be. 

The time to act is before the 
damage is done, since nothing 
can repair a plant that insects 
have ruined. 

Pests that may be expected 
in the vegetable garden include 
aphids and cabbage worms on 
all cabbage, kohlrabi, cauliflow- 
er and broccoli; cucumber bee- 
tles on cucumbers, melons and 
squash; leaf hoppers on beans 
and potatoes; and flea beetles on

Since their object is to protect 
the plant from enemies, and this 
is done by spreading a film of 
liquid, or a coating of dust over 
the leaves and stems, care must 
be taken to allow po surface to 
escape. The plant should be en- 
veloped by a cloud of dust which 
leaves a coating of dust about as 
heavy as face powder over all 


parts. 

Plants should be drenched with. 
sprays, if this method is used, 
so there is a heavy runoff to the 
ground. For spraying a sunny, 
windless day is required, and for 
dusting there should be no wind.

What To Fish For And When 


The Lands and Forests Depart- 
ment, in a recent bulletin, gives 
those interested some useful in- 
formation for fishermen on “open 
"ea Quote the bulletin: 


MAY Ist -Season opened in 
Haliburton for Speckled Trout, 
Lake Trout and all other species 
except Bass and Maskinonge. Trol- 
ling or using any type of bait from 
a boat is permissable. In the Coun- 
ties of Durham, Northumberland, 
Peterborough, and Victoria, anglers 
may fish ONLY for Speckled, Rain- 
bow or Brown Trout, in waters NOT 
inhabited by Black Bass and Mas- 
Einonge. 


MAY 15th -Season opens for the 
taking of all other species except 
ass and Maskinonge, in all parts of 


the Lindsay District. In the Coun- 
ties of Durham, Northumberland, 
Peterborough and Victoria, and cer- 
tain waters adjacent thereto, it is 
unlawful to troll or use any arti- 
ficial bait from a boat, before July 
ist, Anglers may fish from a boat 
providing the boat is ANCHORED 
and only NATURAL BAIT is used, 
such a, worms or minnows. Artifi- 
cia] bait as well as natural bait may 
be legally cast or used from shore. 

JULY ist -Season’ opens for Bass 
and Maskinonge when the special 
restrictions as tg trolling and arti- 
ficial bait from ga boat are no longer 
in effect. Following July 1st, it is 
legal to fish by all methods con- 
sistent to the Game and Fisheries 
Regulations and which apply to all 


other parts of the Province. 


Fire Prevention Is Better 
Than Cure, Says Department 


The Weekly Bulletin of the Lands 
© and Forests has the following to 
say about Forest Protection: We 
quote: 

“Heavy general rainfall through- 
out the district last week greatly 
aided the protection staff with 
respect to the danger of rapid 
spreading surface fires. Only one 
fire was reported. This occurred 
in Laxton Township and it was ex- 


dinquished by the time {it had 
reached one acre in size. 
“Wet weather offers a mixed 


plessing as regards its affects. Trout 
fishermen no doubt were greatly 
inconvenienced at the opening of 
the season, while at the same time 


the danger from camp fires and 
smoker's fires—the most prevalent 
causes of fires—was reduced to 
zero. In any case, the speckles that 
escaped the lure on the opening 
days are stil] available to the sporis- 
man at his next opportunity. 
“Green Spring growth is now be- 
ginning to appear. This in turn 
will gradually reduce the danger 
of fast spreading fires. Neverthe- 
less, a continued precaution in the 
use of and disposal of burning ma- 
terlals in forested areas is the 
only way by which our natural re- 
sources of forest and stream can be 
given the protection needed. Pre- 


vention is always better than cure.”

The Why of Peptic Ulcer 

One of the first lessons taught 4 
medical student, in studying the 
cause of a disease, is to “look for 
the commonest cause first.” 

A growing boy or girl with pain- 
ful joinis is likely to haye infection 
from teeth, tonsils, gums; an indi- 
vidual with an enlarged gland is 
likely to have an injury --cut, sore 
--nearby, a patient with ulcer of the 
stomach or first part of the small 
intestine (duodenum) is likely to 
be nervous, highstrung and of 
slender build, Ulcer of stomach 
and intestine 1s called peptic ulcer. 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Charles T, 
Stone, of Galveston, Texas, states 
that patients with peptic ulcer have, 
in the majority of instances, 4 
“classic habitus” (build). They are 
typically long bodies, underweight, 
asthenic (not strong) persons in 
whom length is ‘the outstanding 
characteristic, A long face, long 
teeth, narrow chest. 

Just why this build causes or 
affects ulcer ig not clear, but one 
reason may be that the narrowness 
does not allow the stomach to spread 
itself across the chest or upper ab- 
domen and so affects movements 
of stomach walls and mixing of 
stomacn digestive juices properly 
with the food while it is in the 
stomach. However, there is no 
question but that the great ma- 
jority of ulcer patients are of slen- 
der build. 

That the emotions can cause 
ulcer even in those of wide build 
was stated in a previous article. 

“That psychic (emotional) tactors 
play a prominent role in causing 
ulcer is doubted by no one. The 
anxious, ambitious, partially frus- 
trated, resentful, overactive pa- 
tient whose daily lire is beset with 
conflicts, always with.a goal he can 
hardly reach, is almost as much a 
part of the picture of peptic ulcer as 


|is the pain in the stomach occurring 


two to three hours after meals.” 

The ulcer picture is so constant 
that a physician may be tempted at 
times to call the condition ulcer 
even before the X-ray films or 
other tests are made. However, Dr. 
Stone points out that there is really 
no pattern that applies to all cases 
of ulcer. 

“One does not have to look far 
to find confirmatory evidence of 
the effects of nervous *tension in 
patients with ulcer. During the air 
raids in London, the number of 
patients with perforated ulcers ad- 


| mitted to London Hospitals tripled. 


Statistics from the hospital of the 
Krupp works in Germany showed a 
sharp increase in ulcer after the 
beginning of World War II.” 

In the United States and other 
countries, with the world so upset, 
millions have chronic peptic ulcer. 
_ What about treatment of peptic 
ulcer? 

Ulcer occurs in men about four 
times as often as women, yet women 
were thought to be the worst wor- 
riers. 

Now, We were born with our own 
make-up as to nerves, body build, 
emotions with their tensions, We 
can't really change this make-up 
but there are a few things we can 
“try” to do. First, acquire a philoso- 
phy of life by really practicing our 
religion, by learning how best to 
meet our problems, use the usual 
medical treatment (alkalies), avoid 
infection teeth, tonsils, gums, gall 
bladders). 

Finally, if no other treatment 
Succeeds, operation (nerve section) 
may bring relief, 


Vitamin B-12, A Blood And Energy 
Builder 

About five years Ago the vitamin 
recelving most attention from phy- 
siclans and the vitamin most used 
by physicians themselves was vita- 
min B-l, Physicians found that it 
helped patients and also themselves 
in obtaining more nervous control 
yand overcoming fatigue. 

Today physicians are using and 
prescribing vitamin B-12 because 
they find it a nerve builder and also 
a blood builder, It would be safe to 
soy that in pernicious anemia 
(where red blood cells are reduced 
in number and in hemoglobin -- 
fron) vitamin B-12 is. replacing re) 
some extent liver and liver extract 
and also’ folie acid. 

In the American Journal of Me- 
dicine, New York, Drs. C, L. Gon- 
ley, T. W. Green, R. C. Hartmann, 
and J. R. Krevebs report theiy ex- 
perience with more than 100 pa- 
tients with pernicious anemia trea- 
téd with vitamin B-12 only, for 12 
to 40 months. Many had pfeviously 
received injections of liver extract, 


| but others were in relapse and had 


Ng previous treatment, 

Vitamin B-12 injections were as 
effective as refined liver extract 
in producing and meintaining clini- 
cai and blood improvement. No 
evidenc® was found that patients 
with uncomplicated pernicious 
anemia need any treatment (thera- 
py) other than vitamin B-12. Vita- 
min B-12 by mouth was effective

larger than the amount used and 
needed where muscular injections 
were given. In other words, until 
the most effective or maximum dose 
by mouth has ben demonstrated, 
the muscular injections should be 
used, 


From their experience with over 
100 patients, it has again been 
shown that while folic acid ts an 
efficient blood builder, as efficient 
as liver and liver extract, it does 
not rebuild the nervous system as 
do liver and liver extract. On the 
other hand, a suitable dose of 
vitamin B-12, injected into muscle, 
not only builds the blood (increas- 
ing red cells and hemoglobin) but 
also builds up the nervous system 
as do liver and liver extract. 

This dose given every six weeks 
“apeared to be adequate for satis- 
factory maintenance treatment and 
protected patients against relapse 
of the blood and nervous system. 
Vitamin B-12 seems preferable to 
liver extract in the treatment of 
pernicious anemia because it causes 
less discomfort at the site of the 
injection, does not give rise to un- 
toward reactions, and is less expen- 
sive,” 

Vitamin B-12 is no inexpensive, 
but the fact that one injection can 
build snd maintain the blood for 
six full weeks brings it within fin- 
ancial limits, In the British Medical 
Journal, Dr. W. Walker and R. B. 
Hunter report treating 15 patients 
with untreated pernicious anemia 
with a single dose into. the muscle 
of 1 mg. vitamin B-12; in most of 
these cases, the full effects were 
maintained for not less than 8

| Injection Treatment 


For Varicose Veins 

| Notwithstanding the fact that 
many surgeons report success with 
the treatment of varicose veins by 
injection of hardening substances 
Into these yeins, the majority of 
surgeons prefer to remove these 
lengthened and twisted veins by sut- 
gical operation. z 
|In Angiology, Baltimore, Dr. K. 
Sigg, of Switzerland, reports his 
surprise to learn that in the Uniteri 
States the use of sclerosing (har- 
dening) solutions for the treatment 
of varicose veins is regarded as 
inferior to surgical methods because 
of the following factors: The treaf- 
ment requires time, all varicose 
veins cannot be injected at the 
one time, perhaps covering several 
weeks; relapses are frequent and oc- 
cur soon after treatment; and 
untoward local and general (inflam- 
matory) reactions occur. 

Dr. Sigg feels, however, that 
these disadvantages can be avoided, 
or greatly lessened, and that the 
sclerosing treatment gives as good 
results as, if not better than, those 
obtained by surgery. The injection 
of sclerosing treatment is simple, 
allows the patient to be up on his 
feet, and is relatively inexpensive; 
patients will consent to treatment 
earlier than they would if opera- 
tion hospitalization were Involved. 
The treatment requires more time 
than surgery but the discomfort 
is less and there is no loss of time 


the tendency toward more varicosi- 
ties 

“Tt ts advistable to test the scler- 
osing solution by using the smallest 
effective dose for the first injection. 
If no adverse reactions occur, two 
or three injections can be made in 
future visits to the surgeon’s office.” 

No patient should leave the of- 
fice after receiving the injection 
without having the limb firmly 
wrapped with an elastic bandage 
over a large sponge rubber pad 
to prevent swelling of nearby parts. 
This prevents irritation and dis- 
coloration of the part. 

These definite statements by Dr.

with their heart disease. 

One of the big advances in) 
knowledge of heart disease brought 
to us by the clinical and research 
work of the American Heart Asso- 
clation js that the majority of pa- 
tients with heart disease can do 
useful and gainful work, which not 
only means help to the commun- 
ity but raises the morale of the 
heart patient as he realizes that he 
is filling his place in the world de- 
spite his handicap, 

In the preface of a booklet issued 
by the American Heart Association, 
called “These Hands Are Able”, 
we read: 

“Studies show that workers with 
heart disease keep pace with un- 
impaired employees in work out- 
put. Recently, when heart disease 
workers were matched with unim- 
paired workers on the same type 
of job in more than 50 different 
industries, the heart disease work- 
ers, as a group, produced better 
than 2 per cent above the unim- 
paired workers on the same job. 
The experience of large industries 
that make selective placement of 
workers with heart disease sup- 
ports these findings. Notwithstand- 
ing these findings, industry has been 
low in making use of them. 

“Of course, we can understand 
how an employer, as he reads and 
sees about him the heart strozes 
"and deaths from heart disease, nat- 
urally thinks of the confusion that 
might arise from deaths in his 
establishment, 

“The skills of workers with heart 
diseases are an asset to industry 
only if they are used. When they 
are not used, the worker becomes 
a liability to the community: 

“The miracles of medical science 
have conquered many of the dread 
diseases which once scourged man- 
kind and because diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels are now the 
chief cause of death, the uninform- 
ed conider a diagnosis of heart dis- 
eaSe as a death sentence.” As a 
matter of fact, the truth about 
heart disease dispels fear, for on 
every side we seg many individuals 
with heart disease leading normal, 
active lives. 

“When a patient with heart dis- 
ease is lucky enough to find out 
about his condition early and when 
he is wise enough to cooperate with 
his physician, he has every chance 
of a useful, satisfying, and long 
lifes 

Some jobs require little effort and 
other jobs considerable effort. 


Matching the worker to the job is 
the key to successful employment of 
heart disease workers. 


A New Treatment 
For Severe Headaches 

I write from time to time about 
the terrible pain known as tic 
doloreux (trigeminal neuralgia) and 
of the failure of the different drugs 
used in its treatment. Recently, I 
Wrote of the use of injections of 
Procaine and the blocking of this 
nerve which supplies such a large 
Part of the face and head. 

It will be of great interest to 
Patients with this type of headache 
to learn that implanting tissue of 
the pituitary gland into the pedy 
tissues, which counteracts the pain 
caused by cancer, is now being used 
to stop the pain of tic doloreux. 

In the Journal of Surgery, Leip- 
sig, Dr. E. Bues records his decisio1. 
to try implanting pituitary tissue 
obtained from a calf. This tissue is 
implanted as early as possible, be- 
ing kept warm during transport 
from slaughterhouse to hospital, It 
is implanted under the fascia or 
covering -of the recti muscles (the 
cross muscles of the abdomen) after 
it has been immersed in penicillir 
Solution, It was implanted in six- 
teen patients suffering with tic 
doloreux and other severe head 
pain. 

Six of the sixteen patients had 
tic doloreux and all except one of 
these obtained favorable results, 
being free of pain for three to eight 
months. Among the patients with 
tic doloreux (persistent trigemine] 
neuralgia), two with migraine neu- 
ralgia (one-sided headache) also 
were freed from their pain for long 
periods. , 

Of the other patients with per- 
sistent forms of headache, only one 
patient was grealy improved for 
two months. In all, 9 of the 16 pa- 
tients were improved for several 
months following the implantation 
of a fresh calf pituitary. All of those 
who derived benefit from the im- 
plantation showed euphoria (a 
sense or feeling of well-being) 
although sensitiveness to pressure, 
particularly at the point of the 
emergence of the nerve, remained 
unchanged. 

From the above report it ic sug- 
gested that stimulation of the en- 
docrine system, gland system 
thyroid, pituitary, sex, adrenal) and

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Enlarge Your Garden Area 
By Growing Plants in Air 


Pole lima beans make frultful and handsome garden background, 


Vine crops, such as cucumbers, 
muskmelons, squash, and pole 
beans, both snaps and limas, are 
usually considered beyond the 
reach of the home gardener with 
limited space, beeause of the 
room these crops require. 

By using the air rights of his 
garden, however, its effective 
area can be increased, and some 
of these luxury crops enjoyed on 
the same ground area. A picket 
fence 5 feet tall on the north, 
east and west sides of a 1,000 
square foot area will add almost 
half as much again.to its effec- 
tive size. 

European gardeners have long 
used garden walls for climbing 
crops; but in our hot summers 
walls would reflect too much 
heat, A picket fence allows air 
to pass through freely, cooling 
the plants and keeping them free 
from mildew. 

All the yine crops are tender, 
and should not be sown until the 
ground has warmed up and all 
danger of frost is ended. 

Cucumbers, melons and squash 
are ally natural climbers. They 
are grown as such in green- 
houses, but in commercial pro- 
duction outdoors are allowed to 
sprawl on the ground, because of 
the expense which supporting 
them would involve. 

Any variety of cucumbers may 
be grown without providing extra 
support for the fruit, but the larg- 
er melons and squash would re- 
quire this. Smaller melons and 
Squash are easily supported by 
the vines. 

Seed may be sown in rows 


about a foot from the fence. Soil 
should be enriched by spreading. 
commercial plant food in a shal-' 
low trench a few inches away 
from the seed drill, using a pint 
of plant food for 25 feet of row- 
When the seeds come up start 
immediately to dust the seedling 
plants with lindane, to kill the 
cucumber beetle, which infests 
all three of these vine crops. Lin- 
dane is a new formulation, which 
does everything that D.D.T. will 
do, but is not harmful to the yine 
crops, while D.D.T. is under sus- 
picion of stunting these plants 
when applied too freely. 

Cucumber beetles concentrate 
in the growing end of the vine, 
and not only eat the new growth, 
but carry a disease which may 
destroy the vine just when it be- 
gins to bear. 

To protect the vines the grow- 
ing end must be dusted every 
few days so that new growth is 
covered, until the vine is two 
feet tall. Cords or wires must 
be stretched to support the cu- 
cumber, melon and squash vines 
until they are well developed and 
begin to cling to the fence pick- 
ets. 

Snap and lima beans of vining 
varieties give a much heavier 
yield for the same space than the 
busn varieties, but take longer to 
bear. 

In addition to the food yield, 
the leayes of the vine crops pro- 
vide an attractive background, 
fully equal to a hedge or shrub- 
bery border in decorative value, 
but without competing with other 
crops for nutriment, as shrubs al- 
ways do.

Reveal Nature 


G. W. Hodgson, MP for Victoria 
Riding, informed “The Post’ today 
| that he has first received a reply 
| to uranium questions asked by him 
Jast Wednesday in the House of 
Commons. Called by this paper to 
see if he had received the promised 
reply to questions asked relative to 
uranium deposits in the Halibur- 
ton region, Mr. Hodgson said that 
he had and would study the nature 
of the reply. He said he planned to 
be in iLndsay Thursday and would 
if he could, reveal the contents of 
the reply. The Hon, George Prud- 
ham, Liberal member for Edmonton 
West assured Mr, Hodgson last 
week that he would investigate the 
situation and send him a report. 

Hansard, under date of May 13th 
(ast Wednesday) records the fol- 
lowing speech by Mr. Hodgson dur- 
ing a debate on mines and techni- 
cal surveys: 

Mr. Hodgson: On Wednesday, 
December 3, I placed a question on 
the order paper regarding uraniura 
deposits in the county of Halibur- 


| ton. My question was as follows: 


1, Has the government of Can- 
ada or any department thereof 


| been asked to permit the exporta‘- 


ion to the United States of any 
uranium ore or concentrates? 

2 If so, by whom? 

3. Has uranium ore from the area 
in or around the county of Halibur- 
ton in Ontario been delivered to 
any department of the dominicn 
government in Ottawa for research 
and assay? 

4. If so, by whom was such urani- 
um ore delivered? 

5. What was the result of the 
Tesearches made or assays taken, 
and was any report made to the 
party or parties making such ore 
Geliveries? 

6. If not, for what reason? 

At that time those questions were 
wiped off the order paper, just as 
as quick-as*the snap ofa -finger,-by 
the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce. He said that the information 
required was of a secret nature, and 
that it was not good for the public 
to know ‘anything about this sort 
of thing. Well, the only secret part 
of that development in Haliburton 
has been the secrecy of the go- 
vernment in blocking it since 1930, 

I have here a book written by 
Hugh &_ Spence and R. K. Carmmo- 
chan back in 1930. One of those 
men was a top man in the minis- 
ter's department, and they have 
been convinced of the importance of 
this deposit for the last fifteen 
years. Yet the people up there can- 
not obtain an assay report. I would 
like to know why. 

After sending samples to the 
department the people were told 
that the sample had been hand- 
picked. Well, if the minister or 
anyone else in his department can 
tell me how you can hand-pick 20 
tons of uranium ore to send down 
here in trucks, I would like to know 
how t could be done. How could 
one hand-pick chunks weighing 300 
pounds each? I say that this was a 
fair sample, picked out by shovel. 
It was not taken from one sma!) 
section of the area. When the 
sample was taken four shovelfuls 
were thrown out and one thrown 
on the truck, and I say that would 
be a fair sample. Then the whole 
thing was sent here to Ottawa. 

If there is nothing valuable there, 
why does not the department tell 
us 50? Why is there all this se- 
crecy? That is what we want to 
know. Why is the department block- 
ing this development, from stem to 
gudgeon, all along the line? Why 
has it been doing so for the lasi 
twenty years? There is no doubt 
about it that Ottawa is not the 
only place from which one can 
secure an assay report\Ore has 
been taken in other places, and I 
do not mind that, But reports hay, 


| been made with respect to it. 


From the reports made by the 
best geologists on the North Ameri- 
can continent it is clear that we 
have plenty of rich ore, a great big 
body of it. The government has 
spent large sums of money in 
northwestern Canada, and they 
are making wide searches for rich 
ore. Yet there is plenty of it, rich 
uranium ore, right at the back door 
of the Chalk river plant and the 
government does not seem to want 
to do anything about it, 

I do not know why this question 
{s considered so secret because there 
is nothing secret about it. Everyone 
knows there is plenty of uranium 
cre in the Haliburton area; every~ 
one knows it from Ottawa to Hali- 


burton and right down through the

Fire Chief Urge 


Fire Chief Alex Wylie has recom- 
mended by letter to the Lindsay 
Board of Water Commissioners that 
a larger water main be installed on 
Kent Sireet for the protection of 
the Ross Memorial Hospital He 
says that the present 4-inch main is 
not sufficient for fire Mghting. He 
also suggested that a hydrant be- 
hind the hospital be replaced and 
nine other places in Town where 
hydrants, in his opinion, were need- 
ed. 

Superintendent Reynolds explain- 
ed to the Board that the main 
servicing the hospital ran from 
Adelaide to Angeline, on Kent 
Street. and was a four-inch one. 
The hydrant at the rear of the 
Ross Memorial, Mr. Reynolds said, 
had been broken off or damaged 
several times and there had been 
persons responsible who did not 
want to pay for the damage they 
caused, so the hydrant had been 
removed, 


Superintendent Reynolds further 
stated that if the Henry Street 
Main were extended to Angelina 
Street, then put down Angeline to 
meet the Kent Street one, a circuit 
would be made that ought to be 
sufficient for the protection of the 
Ross Memorial Mr. Reynolds felt 
that it would be unwise at this 
time to rip up Kent Street’s new 
paving to Jay another main.

Editorial 


AN ENCOURAGING DEVELOPMENT «==> 

Several weeks ago “The Post” drew attention to 
the unsightly heaps of garbage which are to be seen 
at various points along the lesser travelled roads in 
this area. It was suggested at that time that some- 
thing be done to curb the practice of dumping. garbage 
by the roadside such as establishing strategic garbage 
disposal points and making it an offense to just toss 
refuse in the ditch at will. Mariposa Township has 
shown encouraging leadership in doing something about 
this problem as witness the following motion en- 
dorsed by the council of that municipality: 

“All garbage in the Township of Mariposa must 
be taken to the Township Dumps. Persons found 
dumping garbage on the Township Roads will be prose- 
cuted.” 

Mariposa is to be congratulated on its stand in 
this matter and its example is one which might be 
duplicated in other townships. The tendency of people 
to unload garbage hit-and-miss along country roads 
has reached alarming proportions and, while it is 
acknowledged that it is virtually impossible to com- 
pletely cure such untidy habits by legislation, a cor- 
rective by-law is a step in the right direction. 

Man seems to be one of the few creatures in the 
world which has successfully cultivated the habit of 
untidiness .. . a characteristic which those who have 
acquired it should do something about shedding for 
their own welfare and future comfort, What better 
place to start than right around home and what more 
opportune time than now? Is the Mariposa by-law 
not sufficient reminder that we need to mend our 
ways? 


Others Say 


PRESERVE SOIL VALUES 

The damage to farms from soil erosion annually 
causes an enormous loss to Ontario agriculture. Ordin- 
arily, this is due to the failure to provide cover crops 
in spring and fall, and to practice contour cultivation 
in hilly districts. As a result, rains and the spring 
run-off carry away countless tons of invaluable top- 
soil every year and deposit it on the bottom of lakes, 
where it is gone for good. 

Now, a new menace to soil values is developing 
in the rapidly growing business of selling sod and top- 
soil commercially, especially in and near the large 
cities. The roadsides and centre strips of the new 
highways require immense quantities of sod, which is 
often stripped from near-by pastures. Sod and top- 
soil are also brought into the cities on a large scale. 
This business would not be harmful if immediate mea- 
sures were taken to replant the grass and restore 
humus and fertilizing material to areas denuded of the 
topsoil. Unfortunately, these practices are too seldom 
followed, 

The danger of unrestricted cutting in woodlots 
has long since been recognized, and legislation exists 
which permits counties to regulate the cutting of trees. 
If farmers wish to avoid a similar restriction in the 
use of the soil resources of their farms, they would 
be well advised to take voluntary steps to maintain 
the fertility and productive capacity ‘of the land. No 
doubt men have a right to fill_an apparent demand for 
fertile soil, but the exercise of such a right ought not 
to impair the social interest in the maintenance of 
agricultural and land values. 

The Government, ought to take more vigorous 
steps to encourage practices which compensate for 
the removal of sod and topsoil, . Its influence would 
be more effective, however, if il gave more active sup- 
port to all sorts of conservation policies, especially in 
providing more numerous demonstrations of what con- 
servation actually does. An ounce of demonstration 
is worth many pounds of compulsion, and its effects 
would last much longer.—Globe and Mail

The chairman, Mr, Braunton was 
absent, but Dr. Gleeson assigned 
Mr. Marshall Stephens to the chair.) 
Others present were Mr. Leo Skip- 
worth, Mayor Charles Lamb, M1.| 
James raat and Mr. Bud Bates, 
secretary. 

Minutes of two previous meetings 
were read by Mr. Bates, one regu- 
Jar, held on February 12th and a 
special meeting of March 5th. These 
were adopted and immediately a 
lengthy discussion arose. 

Mayor Lamb said Mr. Allely hav- 
ing been associated with Assessment 
Board could use his own judgmenz 
and go ahead if properties where 
there was no plumbing were of 
enough value to warrant the town’s 
expenditure in this matter.

“T think I have a legitimate com- 
plaint, and anything you can do I 
would appreciate it” said the gentle- 
man. 

Dr. Gleeson remarked that, he 
had instructed the sign mentioned 
to be put on the well, and Mr. 
Lamb said his ‘comlaint was cer- 
tainly a legitimate one and he would 
suggest that the sanitary inspector 
tell the owner to install a stool “no 
need of basin and bathtub.” 

Mr. Stephens -“Value of property 
does not warrant the town doing 
it”. 


Mr. Ellam -“We have other 
similar cases, if sold. Close the 
building”. 


Dr, Gleeson -"The landlord omy 
can evict, under the Act. And only 
for not paying of rent or when he 
requires house for his own use. The 
Board can’t force him out.

Correspondence was read, inclu- 
ding the report from February to 
April, 1953, submitted by the Public 
Health Nurse, Miss Ethel M. Lowe, 
RN, A. R. R. CG, which included 
175 visits to homes; 11 well-baby 
clinics; attendance, 93, The number 
of visits to schools, 71, Minor First 
Aid, 164, Vision Examinations were 
carried out in all schools, and the 
number of defects found, 20, of 
which were corrected. Exclusions 
were 83, and 175 were sent to Dental 
Clinic, 

Dr. Codlin's report of May 14th 
was read, which follows: “Reports 
of milk samples taken showed 
Grade A, except a single case in one 
dairy and a stern warning was given 
against a recurrence.

A USEFUL SERVICE TO MOTORISTS 

By this time the majority of Ontario motorists

chains are a form of insurance against 
keys which the War Amps render to the motoring 
public for the nominal sum of 35 cents per year. As 
an indication of how effective this insurance is, the 
War Amps have records to show that they were 
responsible for, returning 4,507 sets of lost keys to 
their rightful owners between January and November, 
1952. 

According to the management of this key tag 
service, it has been found that the majority of people 
are delighted to receive their key chains and identify- 
ing facsimiles and feel that the charge for this lost 
key forwarding service is quite nominal. They haye 
every intention the War Amps believe, of sending along 
their remittance at an early date “put not infrequently 
they simply forget.” As a result, the War Amps sus- 
tained a loss approximating $22,000 on their service 
jn 1952 which, they have discovered, could be over- 
taken if everyone sent along their remittance for ser- 
vices rendered. They still hope to recoup some of this 
loss and are making every effort to improve their posi- 
tion in 19538. 

Twenty-three meu, all amputation cases, are given 
steady work in the War Amps Key Tag Service and the 
profits from the business they operate are, it is dis- 
closed, used to render aid and assistance in many 
forms to other war amputees. Ina letter to “The Post” 
the War Amps expressed the belief that if the public 
were better acquainted with their objectives in operat- 
ing this lost key forwarding service they would have 
a greater interest in ensuring its success. 


SHOULDN'T LINDSAY CASH IN ON THE 
ADVERTISING VALUE OF ITS STANDPIPE ? 

The letting of two contracts in connection with the 
painting of the Water Board's standpipe near the Ross 
Memorial Hospital has produced a suggestion that Lind- 
say capitalize more fully on the advertising value of this 
landmark—not from a cash revenue standpoint but 
from a standpoint of attracting travellers’ attention to 
the town. The standpipe, with its present paint job, 
is visible for many miles in all directions from Lindsay. 
It should be possible to make it stand out even more 
by painting the upper structure a shade that would 
be more easily discernible against the horizon on all 
but heavily overcast days. Then there is the night pos- 
sibilities in this connection to explore. Probably a 
light of considerable intensity could be mounted on 
the standpipe which would make it even more of a 
landmark than it would be in daylight hours. 

The potential advertising value of the standpipe to 
the town has never really been explored although it 
has for many years been an object on the horizon 
familiar to many people and has served in a quiet 
way to cause people to say: “See that water tank in 
the distance . . . that’s Lindsay!” - Not a bad 
thing to have people saying as they drive through the 
district.

It | 
remains deeply significant in the 
life of the nation, and if we know | 
what it signifies, we know better 
why it takes place. | 

First of all---it is a solemn religi- | 
ous act. It is something like the 
consecration of a bishop. The ritex 
and ceremonies confer no orders on 
the Queen, but will set her apart 
@s a consecrated person and endow 
her wiih grace and power for her 
duties. She is God's chosen servant, 
knowing whose minister she is. 

The anointing, clothing, arming, 
crowning and enthroning are signs 
and pledges of the divine grace or 
gift which she will need and re- 
ceive. All this is centred upon the 
means of grace provided by “he 
administration of the Holy Com- 
munion. 

‘The second quality of the Coron- 
ation fs that it is symbolic, The 
crown i, entirely symbolic. It is 
heavy, and although magnificent, 
it 1s not of outstanding beauty. It 
is, however, symbolic of majesty. 
The sceptres are symbolic of au- 
thority. The orb set under the crors 
reminds the Sovereign “tha: the 
whole world is subject to the power 
and empire of Christ our Redeem- 
er”. 

The swords that are carried are 
symbols of power. The Coronation 
robes are indications of office and 
of an office of the highest rar 
since these are robes of espec 
splendour. 

The loud shouts which form part 
of the rites at acoustomed places 
are symbolic of a people's pleasure 
in their queen. The homage is the 
customary offer of allegiance, ser- 
vice and devotion. 

Thirdly, the Coronation signifies 
continuity, It 1g bound up with 
tradition. Many of the details are 
unchanged from the time of the 
Conqueror or even of Egbert ---at 
whose Coronation the Anthem be- 
ginning with the words “Zadok 
The Priest” was sung, and still is 
today. 

All the rites and ceremonies are 
substantially the same ag those of 
the earfly 14th century. They are 
a continuation of national history.

©, W. Hodgson, MP for this ride 
ing, has given the “uranium pot” 
another stir on Parliament Hill 
Mr. Hodgson rose in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday to lash out 
at the government for alleged in- 
difference toward uranium deposits 
fn the Haliburton area. Hodgson 
termed his home district “the back 
door of the Chalk River atomic 
project.” y 

Mr. Hodgson said it is common 
knowledge that there is plenty of 
uranium in the Haliburton area 


but the mines department, instead 


of helping develop it, had been 
blocking development since 1930. 
Haliburton is about 75 air miles 
south of Chalk River. 

Mr. Hodgson said he has asked 
questions sbout the deposits but 
has been told such matters are sec- 
ret. The only secrecy was that of 
the government. It was general 
knowledge that there was plenty 
of uranium in that area but the 
mines department wouldn't even 
give an assay report on samples sent 
from there. 

Mines Minister Prudham sald he 
would investigate and send Mr. 
‘Hodgson a report.

| on radioactive mineral occurr 
tm Cardiff and Monmouth 7 
‘ships, Haliburton County. which 
was prepared by Nelson Hogg and 
S. E. Wolfe of the Ontario Dept. 
of Mines in 1948. Under the head- 
ing “Introduction and Acknow- 
ledgments”, Hogg and Wolfe state:

Manufacturing and mining in 
the Kawartha Region are dealt with 
interestingly and at considerable 
Jength in this, part two, of the 
historical economic background of 
the Kawarthas 
MANUFACTURING 

The Kawartha Lakes Region lies 
at the eastern end of Canada's 
most highly industrialized area eX- 
ending around the end of Lake On- 
tario, as far as Niagara. One of the 
exampl of the interdependence 
of the various parts of this area ts 
the existence of McKinnon Indus- 
tries in St Catharines (Niagara), 
&@ wholly-owned subsidiary of Gen- 
eral Motors in Oshawa. Oshawa is 
linked closer to this lakeshore de- 
velopment because of its location 
and dependence on One major indus- 
try, and consequently has grown 
faster than Peterborough in the 
period 1939-49, Manufacturing in 
Peterborough !s more diversified re- 
sulting in greater stability. The 
products of both centres are mark- 
eted throughout Canada, The} 
two cities have enjoyed above av- 
erage increases in population and | 
the value of production during the 
post-war years. Oshawa’s increase | 
f 323 per cent fifth among 
the larger centres of the Province. 

The city of Oshawa is one of} 
the three great automobite cen- 
tres in Ontario and Ganada, The 
industrial growth of the city re- 
flects the expansion of the industry 
during the war and post-war per- 
iods. In 1949, Oshawa ranked 
fourth in Ontario and eighth in 
Canada on the basis of the gross 
value of manufactured products. 
One motor company, General Mot- 
ors, accounts for virtually all the 
production, although there are ap- 
proximately fifty manufacturing 
The products include safe- 
, textiles. castings, stamp- 
and leather. Many of these 
mroducts are used in the fabrica- 
ton of motor vehicles, and firms 
supplying them are wholly or par- 
tially dependent on the fortunes of 
the automobile industry.

‘There appears to be No geogra- 
prical reason for Oshawa’s develop- 
ment as a manufacturing centre. 
Windsor and Hamilton are more 
likely centres. The location of Osh- 
awa on Lake Ontario is of minor 
importance — there are several!

mobiles in 1915. 

Employees in Oshawa's factories 
total 14,800 of whom 10,000 work 
for the motor company, and an 
addition 1,500 for companies supply- 
{ng parts and materials, The gross 
value of their production exceedéd 
$157,7 in 1949, the highest in the 
Region, 

Peterborough, located on the Ot- 
onobee River, is served by both rail- 
ways and two provincial highways. 
The settlement began as a milling 
centre, utilizing the fall of the riv- 
er for power, and became import- 
ant as a lumbering town, It en- 
Joyved the railway and canal booms 
and prospered, Livestock raised on 
the farms surrounding the centre 
gave rise to a meat packing plant. 
The proximity of Peterborough to 
the popular Kawartha Lakes gave 
emphasis to the tourist trade and 
even influenced manufacturing, 
evidenced by the fact that the city 
has two canoe companies and Can- 
ada's only outboard motor factory. 

The Otonobee River, which falls 
almst 300 feet as it approaches the 
city, was harnessed as a source of 
hydro electricity when manufactur- 
ing displaced lumbering in import- 
ance. This gave the community a 
head start in industrial develop- 
ment. The main works of Canada’s 
largest manufacturer of electrical 
apparatus, Canadian General El- 
ectric Company is located there. 
The rapid growth of the electrical 
apparatus industry over the last 
decade has been reflected in the 
above-average intercensal popula- 
tion increase of Peterborough. This 
remains true even taking into ac- 
count the increase due to the an- 
nexation of adjoining township land 
by the city. 

Diversity of products is charac- 
tersitic of Peterborough in spite 
of the large size of the electrical 
apparatus firm. Products include 
cereals, meat packing, outboard 
motors, canoes and boats, clock, 
textiles “and carpets. 

The gross value of the products 
of Peterborough’s one hundred fac- 
tories exceeded $100 million in 1949. 
Approximately 9,600 employees 
were engaged in manufacturing in 
that year. 

There are other important but 
much smaller manufacturing cen- 
tres in the Kawartha Lakes Region. 
Three of these, Port Hope, Bow- 
Manville, and Cobourg are locat- 
ed on the lake where both railways 
and the highway pass. ‘These 
transportation facilities have been 
valuable assets for industrial de- 
velopment. The famed Eldorado Re- 
finery refines radium in Port Hope. 
There are’a number of small indus- 
tries, including a sanitary fixtures 
factory. 

Bowmanville’s first industry was 
a lumber mili, but at present it is 
known for its woodworking and 
cabinet factories. Other industries 
include rubber products and iron 
castings. Cobourg is the site of the 
army's new $13 million ordnance 
depot. The town has been important 
as a distributing centre since the 
Loyalist settlers entered Upper 
Canada, Present industries include 
plastics, iron castings, small arms,

The G. V. P. exceeded $7.7 million 
in 1949, 

Lindsay located inland on the 
Scugog River is served by both 
railways. The town grew, like Pet- 
erborough, as a milling centre for 
grain and lumber. In recent years 
‘a number of industries have estab- 
lished there, notably woodworking 
and furniture factories, A govern- 
ment-owned munitions plant !s lo- 
cated in the town. The G. V. P. in 


1949 was approximiately seven 
million dollars. 
‘An interesting feature in the 


Kawartha Lakes Region is the de- 
velopment of a former war indus- 
try site into a manufacturing cen- 
tre. Ajax is an example of a new 
and fully planned community build- 
ing up around a core of Industry. 
Road and rail transportation serve 
the industries, but harbour facilit- 
ies are not available. The lake ap- 
pears to be unimportant except as. 
a source of water. Most of the sev- 
enteen firms located there manu- 
facture iron and steel products, but 
the chemical industry is also rep- 
resented. 

Separate employment indexes 
are not available for Oshawa and 
Peterborough, but. “the region- 
al employment index for the 
Kawartha Lakes Region re- 
flects the average of employment 
levels in the two cities. This is not 
an ‘entirely satisfactory indicator 
of employment in either centre 
since Oshawa is dependent on one 
industry and subject to more var- 
iation in employment levels than 
Peterborough where industry is 
more diversified and employment 
levels are less subject to seasonal 
variations. 


facturing employment in the Kaw- 
artha Lakes Region over 1952 indi- 
cates a variation of 12.5 per cent 
in employment, about double the 
variation in the Province as a whole 
in 1952. The average during the 
latter year was 213.5, or an increase 
of 113.5 per cent over 1939 which 
is greater than the provincial in- 
crease. The pace of industrial act- 
ivity in the Region slackened in 
1952 as compared to 1951 when the 
average employment index was 
220.8. Employment during the last 
six months of 1952 exceeded 1951, 
however, and the present picture 
looks. encouraging. 

There were three new industries 
in the Region in 1952, two of which 
located in Oshawa and one in Pet- 
erborough. Plant additions were 
numerous, including a ten million 
dollar truck assembly line in Osh- 
awa. 

MINING 

The value of mineral production 
in the Kawartha Lakes Region in 
1951 amounted to $2.7 million al- 
most half of which was attribut- 
able to the mining of nepheline sy- 
enite in Peterborough county. This 
material is used extensively in the 
glass and ceramic industries. The 
only Canadian producer, American 
Nepheline Limited is located in 
Methuen township, | Peterborough 
county. The ore is hauled by truck 
from the mine to the mill at Lake- 
field whence it is shipped as glass 
sand, or further ground for the cer- 
amic trade. The value of nepheline 
syenite mined increased from $37,- 
426 in 1936 to $292,010 in 1943 and 
$1,115,000 In 1951. Approximately 
115 men‘are employed in this in- 
| dustry. 

Granite and limestone were! min- 
ed in 1951 to a value of $835,000 
in Peterborough and Victoria coun- 
ties. Sand, gravel and clay pro- 
ducts comprise the remaining min- 
eral production in the Kawartha 
Lakes Region, Preliminary work is

Heart Disease May Not 
Be a Death Sentence 

Because of the millions of dol- 
lars the American Heart Associa- 
tion Inc., distributes to the var- 
ious hospitals and heart research 
organizations, many may think that 
the diseases of the heart are re- 
ceiving sufficient attention. What 
We fail to realize is that before the 
American Heart Association ‘began 
its definite work of finding out 
the causes and treatment of 
diseases of the heart, the great 
majority of us believed that once 
heart disease was discovered in 
any of us. we were dGoomed—doom- 
ed to death within weeks or months. 
Thanks to the American Heart 
Association and the sending-out to 
all physicians the latést findings 
of their research work, it can be 
safely stated that millions of ‘lives 
have been saved or prolonged. 

Although the 1953 Heart Fund 
Campaign was carried on in Feb- 
ruary, it is not too late to help 
their very worthy organization. I 
am therefore giving my regders 
some facts about the heart diseases: 

Diseases of the heart and circula- 
tion of the blood cause one-half of 
all deaths in the United States 
and Canada; the death rate among 
males is one-third higher than 
among females, 

Heart diseases can and do occur 
at all ages. However, over the age 
of 35, diseases of the heart and 
blood vessels lead all causes of 
death. Nearly one out of every two 
deaths after the age of 45 is caus- 
ed by heart and biood vessel dis- 
es. One-quarter of all deaths that 
occur between the ages of 25 and 
45 are due to heart and blood ves- 
sel diseases, 

The three most important forms 
of these heart diseases together ac- 
count for over 90 per cent of all 
heart damage, They are rheumatic 
heart disease, which is caused by 
rheumatic fever; coronary heart 
diseases caused by hardening and 
narrowing of the coronary (blood

Mr. Carlin said that Mr. Fenwick | 
has sent the company a “revised | 
draft of the contract which is based 
on changes agreed to. . .also listing 
which items were agreed on and 
which are still in dispute.” 

Having made available to “The 
Post” copies of the letter and the 
agreement, Mr. Carlin points out 
that the agreements contain the 
purpose, scope and recognition 
clauses which the union defines as 
follows: “Purpose: The purpose of 
the Company and the Union im 
entering into this labor contract is 
to set forth their agreement on 
rates of p: 
conditions of employment so as to 
promote orderly and peaceful Te- 
lations with the employees and to 
acheive uninterrupted operations in 
the plant: Scope> This agreement 
covers all employees of the com- 
pany, save and except foreman, 
those above the rank of foreman, 
office staff and salesmen. Recog- 
nition: The Company acknowledges’ 
that employees coming under this 
Agreement have selected the Union 
as their sole and exclusive bargain- 
ing agent and recognizes the Union 
as suéh.” 

The agreement goes on to tell 
other points on which the em- 
ployees are seeking clarification,

“Company rejects item 
proposing three weeks vacation 
after 15 years service). 

Mr. Carlin says that items not 
included in the Union draft were

lockouts (Union agreed to com- 
pany draft clause). 

Items attached to Union draft 
were a health plan (Company re- 
fuses to assume any additional cost 
of present health plan) and a pen- 
sion plan (company refuses to con- 
sider).

‘Claims Relatives 
‘Needied Him, 
Started Fracas 


A 27-year-old Eagle Lake man 
appeared Monday in Police Court, 
charged with assault to his father- 
in-law on May 23rd, and also with 
threatening his sister-in-law by 
saying to her, “I will pound you to 
death!” Although he pleaded “not 
speuilty: to both charges, after evi- 

dence was completed, he was ord- 
ered to sign a bond to keep the 
peace, to keep away from his in- 
laws, get out of Eagle Lake district 
and get a job. 

On the assault charge, the ac- 
cused’s mother-in-law appeared, 
Saying that her 71-year-old hus- 
band, who is a partial cripple, was 
unable to be in court, Giving evi- 
dence she said that the accused has 
been married to her daughter for 
about a month, and that both the 
daughters and their husbands live 
with the parents. She said that the 
accused had said about his broth- 
er-in-law, “I'll knife the yellow 


She further testified that the 
| father-in-law hid told the accused 
to get out, and the accused dove at 
him, knocking him across the floor 
against a cupboad. Her husband, 
she said, fell to the floor. Picking 
himself up, she continued, he came 
across the room to the accused who 
then hit him with a chair, The ac- 
cused went outside, and her hus- 
band followed. The accused was 
going to hit her husband, she testi- 
fied, with a club, but she got be- 
tween them and cried, “Don't do 
it’. The accused threw the club 
down, and just about that time 
Constable Alex Edwards, of the 
Minden OPP, arrived, she said. 

The mother-in-law said the ac- 
cused was not working, but had 
worked previously “on the cottages 
and a few days around Bobcay- 
geon.” 

Constable Alan Hardy, of the 
Minden OPP, said that he had re- 
ceived a call at 840 pm. from an 
employee of a Haliburton garage, 
saying that the mother-in-law 
wanted help. He said he arrived at 
the Eagle Lake home about 8.55 
pm. and said that he could hear 
“considerable loud language.” 

Constable Hardy continued that 
fhe found the accused and his wife 
sitting on the woodshed floor. He 
Said that he talked to the accused 
and his wife in the cruiser, and also 
to the sister-in-law, and her hus- 
band, and the parents inside the 
house. He said that there was evi- 
dence of a fight, and that the fath- 
er-in-law had a swollen lump un- 
der his left eye. The accused, and 
his wife, he said, had both been 
drinking. The accused had told 
the Constable that the father-in- 
law had hit him on the leg with 
a scantling. Constable Hardy also 
said that there was dried blood on 
the father-in-law’s mustache and 
that his left nostril looked as if 
he had had a nosebleed. The ac- 
cused was taken into custody at 
the request of his sister-in-law, the 
Constable concluded.

Something new In the way of midnight shows 
was introduced recently to this district , a mid- 
night ‘til dawn show and was received with anticipated 
repercussions, Up until then standard practice in these 
special presentations for those who like to see their 
shows in the early hours of the morning, was to start 
the show just after the midnight hour and run through 
until about two or two-thirty am. As was to be 
expected, the introduction of such a radical departure 
in midnight shows produced considerable reaction. 
There were many who felt that it was entirely wrong 
to encourage people, particularly those of youthful 
years, to stay out all night. They were inclined to 
fee] that an Injustice was being done parents of young 
people who might be tempted to attend these late 
shows. They base their contention on the fact that 
the pre-midnight hours offer ample opportunity to 
take in the movies and that by midnight young people 
should be home getting their rest. 

Another school of thought on the subject holds 
that the operators of theatres are within their rights 
in sponsoring these bizarre showings and that whether 
or not those young in years shall attend is a matter 
for parents and guardians to decide, However, this 
type of reasoning does not take into consideration the 
pressure to which many parents are subjected when 
the of more liberal (or less responsible) 
parents are weighed against theirs.

Machinery, iron, 
steel, everything necessary to set up @ domestic arms 
industry must be imported—and used by workers of 
whom only one in six can write his own name. Here 
again, most of it comes from NATO countriés, and 
notably from Britain. If these countries cut off Hgypt’s 
supplies, as they easily could, she would collapse like 
a pricked balloon. 

The insanity goes further. Backward in every 
sense—military, technical, economic — Bgypt insists 
not only that Britain leave the Suez Canal, but that 
she should turn over the heavy task of defending it 
to the Hgyptians themselves. What have they got to 
defend it with? How long, under Hgypt's “protection,” 
would this vital waterway offer safe passage to the 
shipping of all nations? What “night” has such a 
nation to assume responsibilities far beyond its powers? 

Britain has treaty rights in the Canal Zone that 
are essential to the security of all free nations, includ- 
ing Canada. In the present crisis, she has every right

RUSSIA PROVES SINCERITY 

President Hisenhower balks at attending a peace 
conference with Russia until Russia gives concrete 
evidence of a desire for friendship. 

On Wednesday night Moscow radio listeners heard 
popular music from outside the Iron Curtain for the 
first time since the cold war began. The vadio played 
a series of lilting tangoes and records of Western 
serenades crooned in Russian. Western music has 
been barred from the official state broadcasts as “bour- 
geois and cosmopolitan.” 

Surely proof of friendly intentions could scarcely 
go beyond that. The Russians are a cultured people; 
the musical status of the masses is very high, and 
Russian composers have made enormous contributions 
to the sphere of fine music. Now that the Politburo 
has lifted the ban and allowed crooners to go on the 
Russian air, President Hisenhower should have no fur- 
ther doubts about their new feeling toward ‘the United 
States.—St. Thomas Times-Journal } 


DEALING WITH TENT CATERPILLARS 

We are assured by those who should know that 
the tent caterpillar will not be as numerous this sum- 
mer as last summer in those areas where infestation 
was at its worst, This may still mean that we shall 
have plenty of these pests, however, and we feel that 
everyone who owns a garden should make a personal 
effort to get rid of them. 

The simplest plan is to cut off the branch which 
is infested and burn it, but this Is not always possible. 
It is often enough to make a torch of twisted paper 
and burn the nests on the branches. Where infestation 
is particularly bad a DDT spray, or a lead or calcium 
arsenate spray may be used, and care should be taken 
to spray the limbs and trunks of infected trees, as well 
as their follage, 

The tent caterpillar is an unsightly and disgusting 
pest. Its control in forests is a matter for govern- 
mental planning and treatment, But we must not 
expect governmental agencies to do everything. In 
city gardens the caterpillars can usually be checked 
by one or more determined assaults against them,

TRILLIUM’S ORDEAL 

So abundant is the trillium In Wastern Canada 
that it would seem impossible to extinguish, it as a 
species. A century ago, most people thought that the 
passenger pigeon could not perish. Yet almost any 
plant or animal can go down the grade to oblivion it 
the odds against it become too heavy, and sometimes 
the descent, as with the bird which darkened the skies 
in Its migrations, may be sudden and swift. 

The trillium glory of the May woods, probably 
faces no such threat as vel. But here and there 
patches where it once flourished are depopulated, and 
were the race of flower-plekers to multiply these patches 
might quickly spread. Whatever may be the ethics of 
flower-picking in general (every blossom that is taken 
represents one less for other travellers to enjoy) the 
trillium is a species that can't stand being picked at 
all. Like many other bulbous plants, it depends on 
its leaves for storing food, but unlike most of them, 
leaves and flower are inseparable. When the flower 
is picked, the leaves go with it. The trilllum is thus 
left in a bad way, and its chances of survival are 
remote.—Ottawa Cltizen

Q. How can I preserve window 
screens? 

A. Painting the screens with lin- 
seed oil will preserve them from 
rust and make them look like new. 

Q. How can I avoid waste when 
only a few drops of lemon juice are 
needed? 

A. Pierce the lemon with a fork 
or knife, and squeeze out the juice. 
Then the lemon can be returned 
to the refrigerator for later use. 
There is less waste this way than 
When the lemon is cut into halves. 

Q. How can I remove the discol= 
orations from the interior of bot- 
tles? 

A. Fill nearly full with butter- 
milk and potato parings. Let stand 
for several hours, empty, and then 
rinse thoroughly with clean hot 
water 

Q. How can I wash mirrors so 
that water will not get behind hte 
frame? 

A. Be sure not to wash the mir- 
Tors or glass with a very wet cloth, 
or some of the water may penetrate 
back of the frame and injure the 
glass. Just use a good, damp chs- 
mois for this purpose. 

Q. How can I avoid watery eyes 
when peeling onions? 

A. Dip the onion for 2 moment 
into boiling water and then begin 
at the root and peel upwards. It 
will be found that this method does 
not affect the eyes. 

Q How can I loosen drawers that 
stick? i 

A Rub a little paste floor wax 
on the slides and alsg on the lower 
edgés of the drawers themselves, 
and polish thoroughly. Unless vig- 
orousl¥ rubbed, wax forms a sticky 
coating, but properly polished it 
forms a hard, smooth finish. 

Q How can I prevent squeaks in 
shoes? : 

A. When troubled with squeaking 
shoes, either new or half-soled ones, 
take an ice pick and put holes in 
the shoe back of the ball of the 
foot. This will let out the air and 
the squeak will disappear.

Ottawa, May 15, 1953 
Dear Mr, Hodgson — 

When the estimates of my De- 
partment were under discussion’ in 
the House of Commons on May 
13th, you raised some questions 
concerning radioactive ores in the 
Haliburton area and I promised to 
send you the answer. 

Numerous samples of radioactive 
minerals from that area have been 
received from companies and in- 
dividuals for assay and test by 
both the Geological Survey and 
the Mines Branch of this Depart- 
ment. I am advised that the results 
of these tests have been reported to 
the companies and individuals who 
sent in the samples. I can assure 
you that this Department in act- 
ing as an agent of the Atomic En- 
ergy Control] Board has given the 


ing in samples from the Haliburton 
area as is given to those sending in 
samples from other areas. 

I am advised by our geologists 
that the radic-active occurrences 
in that area are largely in pegma- 
tites. Enclosed for your informa- 
tion is a copy of a mimeographed 
report “Information on the Econom- 
ics of Radioactive Pegmatites in 
Canada” which has been prepared 
by the Radioactive Resources Div- 
ision of the Geological Survey of 
Canada, More detailed information 
is given in a Geological Suryey re- 
port entitled “Canadian Deposits 
of Uranium and Thorium” by A. H? 
Lang.

Report Indicates Millbrook 
Reform School Hitting Snags 


There are indications that the 
plans for building a reform school 
at, Millbrook, Ontario, are in danger 
of being discarded. A contemporary | 
working close tg Queen's Park | 
prepared the following report on 
the situation this week. The report, 
which appeared in the Globe and 
Mail on Friday reads: 

Reliable sources at Queen’s Park 
yesterday indicated that it will be 
a long time before a start is made 
on the proposed maximum security 
institution at Millbrook. 

The institution had been planned 
to take care of the tough 10 per cent 
of prisoners from other provincial 
institutions. 

Recommended as a result of two 
investigations into ‘riots at Guelph 
Reformatory, approximately 15 
years apart, the Millbrook prison 
was to be one of the top institutions | 
of its kind on the continent. | 

It was to be especially geared to | 
treatment of psycopathic criminals, 
with a diagnostic centre and speci- | 
alists trained in criminology. | 

Reports circulated at Queen's | 
Park some weeks ago that the plans | 
for the institution had been scrap- | 
ped on the basis that such criminals 
should be the care of the federal 
penitentiaries. 

The government was reported to 
fear that if there were such an | 
institution, magistrates and judges 
would send g number of convicts 
there that should go to Kingston, 
Dropping it would save Premier 
Frost's budget $2,500,000 in capital 
cost. 

The select committee on reform 
instititutions unanimously appro- 
ved a suggestion to the government 
that no further reform institutions 
be built on land acquired for them 
until the committee had reported 
on needs, 

W. M. Nickle (PC, Kingston) and 
Alastair Johnston (PC, Parry 
Sound) made the motion, and the 
committee. which now favors radi- 
cal changes in probation parole and 
rehabilitation procedure, concurred. 

When the rumors started to cir- 
culate that the government had 
ditched the plan for Millbrook, Re- 
form Institutions Minister Foote 
denied them. He sald that the go- 
yernment was going ahead with the 
optioning of land at Millbrook, and

foliage to maintain life. The real 
culprit is the grub from which the | 
adult bug springs. This grub, Mr. 
Brown points out, forage; on the 
roots of plants and next year the) 
number foraging will hit peak level. 
Acres and acres of pasture land 
have been damaged by these grubs 
in the past. The grubs burrow in 
and having nibbled at the roots, 
kill off the grass. Being an appetiz- 
ing dish for certain animals, notably 
the skunk and fox, the grubs attract 
these creatures and they in turn 
burrow into the sod after them. 
The resultant destruction is report- 
ed to be almost total. Examples of 
the combined destructiveness, of 
the grub and animal to pasture 
Jands is to be found in Emily Town- 
ship, the agricultural representative | 
declares.

Atomic Artillery Shell 


Exploded 
10 Miles 
Away 


(British United Press) 
The United States has fired the 
world’s first atomic artillery shell, 
It exploded about 500 feet above 
the Southern Nevada desert at 
11.31 am. (EDT.) It was fired out 
of an atomic artillery cannon seven 

miles from the target zone. 
The target was made up of trucks, 


cars, military equipmmt, steel 
bridges . . . freight cars |. . and 
a forest of pine trees, especially 


planted in concrete for the test. 

The one-thousand pound atomic 
shell could have been fired for a 
distance of 20 miles, for this test, 
the 85-ten cannon shortened the 
Tange. 

A cloud of sulphurous smoke — 
white and yellow—billowed around 
the 11-inch muzzle of the cannon. 
Seconds later—and seven miles a- 
way—the shell burst in the brilliant 
flash of an atomic explosion. 

The 280-millimetre cannon was 
fired by remote control by atomic 
10 miles from the blast.

Mulch is Hailed as New 


Wonder Aid 


zi Ser 

By spreading a mulch once, the 

gardener saves many hours of 
cultivating. 


Since research workers began 
to test traditional garden prac- 
tices, they have rewritten the 
rules about cultivation, fertiliza- 
tion, and transplanting. But an 
ancient practice about which 
they grow more enthusiastic ev- 
ery year is summer mulching. 

Long ago gardeners discov- 
ered that while the leaves of a 
plant demand sun, the soil pre- 
fers shade. Except for a tree, 
there are few plants which can 
fill this prescription without as- 
sistance. So some gardeners be- 
gan to cover the ground in which 
low plants grew with straw, 
leaves, lawn clippings or ma- 
nure, and more recently with 
paper, sheet aluminum and even 
concrete. 

Many reasons have been given 
for this practice, that it keeps 
moisture in the soil, keeps down 
weeds, and lowers soil tempera- 
ture. Most recent is the claim 
that it prevents erosion, because 


to Garden 


heavy rain falling directly on 
the soil sends up dust which is 
blown away, to the garden’s 
loss. is is advanced by a gov- 
ernment bulletin. 

The type of mulch which is 
now recommended excludes pa- 
per, sheet aluminum, concrete 
or any other covering which does 
not give free access to the soil~ 
for both air and water. Straw,— 
leaves, dried lawn clippings, cut 
weeds, manure, ground-up corn 
cobs, sawdust, any such mate- 
rial not toxic to plants, will 
serve to shade the soil, keep it 
cool, retain moisture and keep 
down weeds, while allowing free 
access to air and water, much 
to the benefit of both plants and 
gardener. 

Even the modern type of cul- 
tivation, which stirs the soil only 
an inch deep, breaking up the 
crust and destroying weeds in 
infancy, becomes unnecessary 
with a mulch, 3 

“Men who have gardened for 
years, but who were not taught 
to use mulches continuously, ex- 
press surprise at what a won- 
derful help they have found at 
last,” says the government bul- 
Jetin. G 

The earlier mulches are ap- 
plied the better, though their 
greatest value comes later in 
the summer. Tomatoes espe- 
cially need their protection, to 
prevent extreme dryness in the 
soil, which causes blossom end 
rot in the fruit. But the new idea 
is that all crops will benefit by a 
mulch, including the flowers in 
your border. 

Ground corn cobs and saw 
dust are both likely to draw 
nitrogen from the soil to feed 
the bacteria which cause their 
decay. To prevent this a nitro- 
gen plant food should be mixed 
with the mulching material. All 
material of organic origin which 
is used for mulching can be

Harold G. Wolff in Postgradu- 
ate Medicine. It may ne hard for 


some migraine sufferers to real- 
ize that this heavy painful head- 
ache does not occur inside the 
skul] aS many are sure they are af- 
flicted with a brain tumor inside 
the skull, 

While, any of the articles of the 
head can be affected and produce 
headaches, 1t 1s those in the region 
of the temples that are most com- 
monly involved. a”. 
“The migraine headaches may 
vary from a dull one-sided head- 
ache to a pounding, prostrating 
pain involving the whole head.” A 
mild or moderate headache can 
be relieved by two aspirins (acety! 


.| Salicylic acid) and a cup of strong 


coffee or other common headache 
remedy. Morphine or other nar- 
cotics should be avoided except 
codeine. 

In a number of articles dating 
several years back, I have record- 
ed the original research work of 
Dr. Mary O'Sullivan in the use of 
ergotamine tartrate in the succes- 
s{ul treatment of migraine. It is of 
interest to learn that this drug is 
still the chief standby giving quick 
relief. Thus Drs, Marcussen and 
Wolff state: 

“When the pain.is severe and 
the Headache cannot be relieved by 
the usual pain-relieying remedies, 


ergen) in dosés of 0.25 to 05 mg., 
which narrows the painfully 
stretched arteries, given as soon as 
possible after the onset of the pain, 
will usually cause the headache to 
become less severe or disappear 
within an hour after infection. Un- 
fortunately, it cannot be used too 
often without harm, but can be 
given once or twice a week to 
healthy patients. 

Physicians treating migraine 
have found that patients do best 
who lie down immediately after 
beginning of headache, preferably 
in a darkened, quiet room. An ice- 
cap to the painful part of the 
head and a heating pad or hot wat- 
er bottle to the abdomen or feet 


an accompanying symptom, sodium 
amytal, 0.2 gm. helps reduce nausea 
and promotes needed rest. '

Functional Heart Disease 

“A patient often complains of 
symptoms --pain in his chest, pal- 
pitations, irregularity of rhythm in 
heart beats, breathlessness on ex- 
ertion, shortness of breath at night, 
fainting--suggestive of heart di- 
sease but no heart disease can be 
found. In such cases the symptoms 
may not be distinguishable from 
and are as disabling as those of 
serlous organic heart disease but 
the electrocardiogram is normal, 
the heart sounds normal, there are 
No murmurs, blood pressure and 
pulse are normal, the heart is nor- 
mal in size and shape, other tests 
fre all negative for heart disease, 
and a thorough examination re- 
veals no evidence of an abnormal 
heart.” 

The above is a description of 
functional (not true or organio) 
heart disease as described by Dr, 
W. Modell in his book “Cardiology 
for Nurses.” Dr, Modell is an assis- 
fant professor, Cornell University 
Medical College. 

A functional disease is where 
there is no change or disturbance 
in the structure of an organ but a 
harfless disturbance in its fun- 
ction or action. 

‘The real or underlying cause of 
a functional disease of the heart 
is dread or fear of heart disease 
(cardiophobla). The patient often 
has been asociated with a patient 
with true or organic heart diseass 
which has taught him enough about 
the symptoms so that he Is able to 
Teproduce them in himself. “In some 
cases, signs such as sighing, respir- 
ation, fainting and other nerve 
muscle disturbances show that the 
condition is purely functional.

Fastest Growing Annuals 
Flower in Forty Days 


Fragrant Double Dwarf Nasturtiums. 


Even if summer has come 
with no flower seed sown, you 
can sow the following annuals, 
which with normal weather 
should germinate within five 
days and bear flowers in 30 to 
40: 

Zinnias, ageratum, alyssum, 
candytuft, centaureas, clarkia, 
cynoglossum, annual sun flowers, 
morning glories, annual pinks, 
leptosyne, linaria, marigolds and 
poppies, 

This list could be greatly en- 
larged by including annuals 
which take a little more time to 
develop, such as asters, which if 
sown now in the garden will pro- 
duce sturdy plants more likely 
to resist disease than those start- 
ed in greenhouses; and will flow- 
er by mid-August. 


Early summer is the normal 
time to sow the nasturtium which 
will not germinate until hot 
weather arrives, yet is a con- 
trary flower because it will not 
flower well in hot weather. The 


new double fragrant varieties 
are covered with flowers in Cali- 
fornia, along the coast, where 
winds from the ocean keep tem- 
peratures down. But when grown 
in the full sun in high tempera- 
tures they are often reluctant 
to bloom. Light shade will keep 
the temperature down and stimu- 
late their bloom, but it must be 
light, such as is cast by oak 
trees, and not the total shade 
cast by buildings. 

In selecting flowers to grow for 
cutting, be sure to have some 
blue flowers, as well as yellow, 
orange, pink and red. Blue is 
always needed to balance the 
color scheme in flower arrange- 
ments to be used indoors, and 
it is also needed in the garden 
where there is usually an over- 
abundance of red and yellow 
flowers, for the best effect. Ager- 
atum, centaurea cyanus, heav- 
enly blue morning glory, scabi- 
osa, and asters give excellent 
blue flowers. All these can be 
grown from seed sown now.

In these days when our manu- 
facturing chemists seem to be pro- 
ducing a new antibiotic (germ kil- 
ler) and a new antihistamine (to 
overcome allergy) almost every 
week, it is interesting to find an 
editorial in the Journarl of the Am- 
erlcan Medical Association devoted 
to our old-fashioned home remedy. 
the application of heat by ordinary 
hot applications or by the various 

types of heat lamps, 

It has been well said that heat 
is life in that it increases the cireu- 
latlon of the blood, carrying an 
increased supply of pure blood to 
the affected part and carrying im- 
pure blood and harmful wastes 
away from the part, 

The eattorial, entitled Therapeuti> 
Application of Heat slates in part:- 

“Few procedures are more com- 
monly used in homes and hospitals, 
than the application of heat. When 
heat is employed for therapeutic 
(healing) purposes, it is applied by. 
radiation, conduction, or conves- 
tion from its heated source and by 
conversion. Thus in conductior 
heating energy is transferred by 
direct contact from warmer to the 
cooler subject; it includes such 
homely methods as hot water bor 
tes, electric pads, and blankets as 
well as the more elaborate whirlpool 
bulbs. Patients with polio should 
receive “special” exercises designed

“Poliomyelitis patients usually 
receive Lot packs or heat from other 
sources than diathermy or het 
to stretch out tightened structures, 
along with hot packs. 

In the presence of cancer, or in 
cases of hemorrhage (bleeding) hea* 
is nop applied or in patients who 
are greatly run down from chronic 
disorders as diabetes, high blood 
pressure, chronic inflammation of 
kidneys (nephritis), 

Heat, then, is a great boon in 
many cases and does not upset di- 
gestion as so often occurs with 
drugs, Heat is especially helpful in 
“selected” case, of chronic arthritis 
--baking, paraffin baths, hot com- 
presses, general hot baths, 

Finally, the editorial states that, 
in general, patients should be ad- 
vised against administering diather- 
my in their own homes and on their’ 
own responsibility.
